To His Excellency, ELISHA BAXTER, 
Governor of Arkansas : 


Sir: On the 27th day of May, A, D. 1874, I took charge 
of: the Auditor's office, under an appointment from your ex- 
celleney, and, as required by law, I have the honor herewith 
to submit a report of the business transacted in the office 
during the two years ending September 30, 1874. 

The tabular statements accompanying this report and num- 


bered from 1. to. 34, contain much valuable information, in a 


eondensed form, im regard to the operations of the. treasury, 
the taxable property of the State, the amount of the State 
debt, and other things necessary to a proper understanding of 
the financial condition of the State,

Under an act of the late Legislature, entitled “An Act to 
provide for the cancellation of State scrips, ete., and destruction 
of the same,” approved May 28, 1874, the Governor, Secretary 
of State and Auditor of State, in pursuance of the authority 
conferred by said act, on the 16th day of June, 1874, after a 
thorough examination, destroyed, by burning, the sum of 
$1,675,448.54 of Levee Bonds, Levee Coupons, and eight per 
cent. Treasurer’s Certificates, and afterward, on the 19th of 
September, 1874, the same board destroyed, by burning, State 
Treasurer’s Certificates, Real Estate Bank bonds and coupons, 
State Bank bonds and coupons, Swamp Land Warrants, Swamp 
- Land Serip, and. other securities, in the sum of $3,240,078.20 ; 
making in the aggregate, so destroyed, $4,915,526.74 ; for a 
detailed statement of which, see table “No. 28” of this report. 


DISCOUNT ON STATE SCRIP. 


On taking possession of this office 1 found a great deal of 
unfinished business to complete, and many of the regular 
appropriations for paying clerk hire and contingent expenses 
of the several State departments had been exhausted, and State 
scrip, with which these expenses had heretofore been paid, was 
only worth from twenty-five to thirty cents on the dollar in 
eurrency, ‘These expenses could not be met except by paying 
threezor four,timesjas much in State scrip as was due in cur-" 
rency, mor could competent clerks be employed without a 
reasonable ‘consideration in currency, or its equivalent. In 
view ofZthese facts, I had a conference with the heads of the 
several "executive departments of State, including the Attorney- 
General, and, after due deliberation, it was determined that, as 
it was but a‘short time to the meeting of the Constitutional 
Convention, it was for the best, under the existing state of

affairs, to issue scrip for the pay of clerks and contingent 
expenses at the discount rates, and this course was adopted 
until the meeting of the Constitutional Convention. On the 
13th day of August, 1874, the Convention passed an ordinance 
for the payment of clerks and contingent expenses of the 
several departments, to be made out of the Sinking and School 
funds in the State Treasury in United States currency, but on 
an adjudication of this: matter before the Circuit Court of 
Pulaski county, it was decided that those funds could not be 
used for such perposes, and afterward, on the 7th of Septem- 
ber, 1874, the Convention adopted a resolution, recommending 
the heads of the different State departments to make the best 
arrangements possible, under existing laws, for the payment of 
these expenses until the next meeting of the General Assembly. 
In accordance with these resolutions, the heads of the depart- 
ments again had a conference, on the 11th of September, 1874, 
to take some action in regard to paying these expenses, and, 


under the existing laws and the recommendations of the Con- 


vention, the Attorney-General decided that the hedds of the 
State departments are authorized to pay their clerks and con- 
tingeut expenses as they did before the passage of the ordinance 


of August 18, 1874. Since then they have been paid in ' 


accordance with the resolution of the Convention and the 
opinions of the present and preceding Attorney-Generals, It 
was considered that as the late Extraordinary Session of the 
General Assembly and the Constitutional Convention, as well 
as previous legislatures, and certain of the expenses of the 
several departments, had heretofore been paid in scrip with the 
discount added, that we could not do better, under the extraor- 
dinary state of the case, than to follow the Jaw of precedent 
and necessity rather than that the offices of the several depart- 
ments should be closed and the wheels of government stopped. 

I would respectfully suggest that in my official conduct in 
these matters I have had the best interests of the State in 
view. l 

Tf the State could borrow money, even at a high rate of in- 
terest, sufficient to carry on her government on a cash basis, it 
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would bea measure of economy ; whereas, if the present system 
is to be continued, it is easy to see that in time the paper of the 
State may become almost valueless. Some remedy for this con- 
dition of affairs ought to be speedily found. 

It is suggested, that if the State would adopt a measure re- 
quring insurance companies doing business in Arkansas, to 
make a deposit of securities for the protection of insurers, that 
the most beneficial and speedy results to the State would accrue 
by designating Auditors warrants and Treasurer's certificates as 
the kind of securities to bé thus deposited. Tf any considerable 
amount should thus be taken out of circulation, so far, the con- 
sequent appreciation of the price in the market would result to 
the advantage of the State by the reduction of the discount on 
subsequent issues. 

Under the present financial embarrassment of the State it 
occurs to me that if she could fund her outstanding Auditor's 
- warrants and State scrip, by issuing coupon bonds, payable in 
ten years in United States currency, with a fair rate of interest, 
payable in'like funds, that such a measure would be of great 
benefit to the State. It would necessarily follow that a tax to 
pay the interest on these bonds, and to meet the principal at 
maturity, should be levied and collected annually. If such a 

measure could be adopted, it would, no doubt, be beneficial 
alike to the State and her creditors, and the several departments 
‘being in future conducted on 4 cash basis would reduce the, ex- 
penditures of the government to less than one-half the present 


amount, 
REVENTE LAW. 


I again suggest that at the time the county clerk is required 
to make out and deliver the tax-books of his county tu the col- 
lector, he should also be required by law to transmit complete 
copies thereof to the Auditor of State. This, I am satisfied, 
is a proper and necessary check for the protection of the State 
revenues. It not only answers this purpose, but copies of the 
tax-books are often needed at the seat of government, as mat- 
ters for statistics and reference; and besides, it affords informa- 
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tion at the capital to non-residents and others, as to the taxes on 
their lands in any county of the State, and saves unnecessary 
expense and trouble in obtaining such information. 

I am also satisfied that it would be a saving to the State if 
each county should be required to furnish all the necessary 
blanks, statements, tax-receipts, assessment and tax-books, ac- 
cording to forms to be furnished by the Auditor. -~ 


LANDS SOLD OR FORFEITED TO THE STATE SHOULD BE RE- 
DEEMED BEFORE THE AUDITOR. 


It is important that the redemption of lands forfeited or sold 
to-the State for non-payment of taxes be made before the Auditor. 
As the law now stands, the funds received on account of such 
redemptions are paid over to the several county treasurers, and 
no-definite mode by which to get the same paid over to the State 
treasury, where it properly belongs, is provided ; and besides, 
in this way only can there be uniformity in the ru of 
lands forfeited to the State. 

Under sections 99 and 117 of the revenue low. nais redeem- 
ing lands forfeited or sold to the State, besides the taxes and a 
penalty of twenty-five per cent. are required to pay to the State 
an additional penalty of one hundred per cent. on taxes, penalty 
and costs. The State should require only the taxes and a pen- 
alty of fifty per cent.; and it is recommended that the law be so ` 
amended that the additional penalties in excess of that amount 
be not required to be paid to the State, ; 

Tt may be questioned whether this additional penalty &hould 
be retained in the case of redemptions from individuals who pur- 
chased at collectors’ sales, as it is believed to be exorbitant, and 
Almost its only effect is a bid for speculators to engage in tax- 
title purchases and to the great damage of persons who, from 
poverty or inattention, allow their lands to go to sale for taxes. 
In no event, however, ia case of redemption for the benefit of ` 
the proper owner, whether from the “tate or individual pur- 
chasers, should the person so redeeming be required to pay a 
p penalty than fifty per cent. on the taxes, penalty, etc., 
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due on the lands, and ten per cent, per annum on all sums paid 
in excess therefor and ten per cent, per annum for any subse- 
quent taxes paid by such purchaser, and before redemption. 


CERTIFICATES OF PURCHASE AND DEEDS TO BE MADE TO 
THE STATE, ETC. 


Section 128 of the Revenue law makes it the duty of the 
county clerks, after the expiration of two years from the date’ - 
of the collectors? sale, to make deeds to the State for lands sold ` 
or forfeited to the State. This feature of the law should be 
abrogated. If its provisions are to be carried out it will be at 
an immense cost to the State without any corresponding bene- 
fits, I suggest, therefore, that so much of the Revenue law.as 
requites the county clerks te make deeds to the State is al- 
together unnecessary and should be repealed; and all lands 
forfeited or sold to the State at collectors’ sales should be 
certified as a whole, in the usual mode, and at the time pre- 
scribed by Jaw; said bonds not previously redeemed to be 
offered or sold by the Auditor of State. I suggest, furthermore, 
that the State Land Office should have nothing to do with lands 
forfeited or sold to the State for non-payment of taxes, whether 
before or after the Auditor's sale. These matters pertain 
properly to the Auditor’s office in connection with the settle- 

‘ment of collectors and should be entirely disconnected from 
the State Land Office. 

I suggest, also, that the landed interests being an important 
department of the State government, the State Land Office 
should be continued. 


OFFICE Of SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION, . 


Under an ordinance of the late Constitutional Convention, 
under date of September 7, 1874, the office of Superintendent 
of Public Instruction was abolished and the superintendent 
then holding said office was required to turn over to the 
Auditor of State all the books, papers, records and furniture 
thereof aud take a schedule receipt therefor. On the 21st day 
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of September, 1874, in pursuance of said ordinance, Hon. J. 
C, Corbin, late Superintendent of Public Instruction, turned 
over ta me as Auditor (under protest, which protest is on file 
in the Auditor's office), the books, papers, records and furni- 
ture of said office, for which 1 gave schedule receipt.as required 
by said ordinance, 

I found, on taking charge of the office, that there were let- 
ters of inquiry being received and applications being made as 


_ to the school Jands, and upon many of the notes given therefor 
- guits had been instituted, and to meet the demands I found 


that it would keep one person constantly employed in answer- 
ing inquiries, ete, I therefore employed a clerk in that 
department to meet the pressing demands, 

I suggest that as the education of our children and prosperity 
of our state depends largely upon keeping up an organized 
achoo] system, that department should have an officer at its 
head who can and will devote his whole time to this important 
work, This interest is of too~great importance to be made 
subordinate to any other department. 

The Common School fund, based on the’ poll-tax of 1873, 
has not yet been apportioned to the several counties on account 
of the failure of some of the collectors to make settlement 
within the time prescribed by law, and the abolishing by the 
Constitutional Convention of the office of Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. There is now, under the law, no officer 
authorized to make the apportionment. It is important to the 
school interests of the State that,the same be done at an early 
day, and to that end the Legislature should authorize some 
officer to make the apportionment. 


DEFAULTING COLLECTORS, 


On the 2d day of September, 1874, a distress warrant was 
issued against J. M, McClintock, as collector of the taxes of 
Lonoke county, and his sureties, on failure to pay the revenne. 
of said county for the year 1873, Afterward, October 1, 1874, 
the sureties of said McClintock came forward and paid off the 
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amount-of the taxes due from said collector on account of the 
revenue for the year 1873 without penalty. I therefore 
directed, as the State had received the full amount of the reve- 
nue due, and as the. sureties had so promptly paid the amount 
due the State, that the collection of the penalty, per cent. and 
commissions charged up against the said McClintock, should 
be deferred until the meeting of the General Assembly, In 
consideration of the premises, I recommend that the sureties be 
relieved from any further liabilities in respect thereto, and that 
they be allowed to go hence without day. 
_ On the second day of September, 1874, a distress warrant was , 
also issued against George Grayson, as collector of the taxes of 
Clark county, for failure to make settlement and payment on 
account of the revenue of said county for the year 1873. 
Fourteen thousand four hundred and ninety-two dollars and 
thirty-one cents has been collected and paid into the State treas- 
ury on account of said defaulting collector, and the papers are 
still in the hands of the proper officers for further collections, 


AUDITOR'S CLAIM FOR PAY, ETC. 


On the 5th day of November, 1872, I was elected Auditor 
of State for and during the time prescribed by the Consuitution 
and laws of the State. On the 7th day of January, 1873, I 
turned over, under protest, the Auditor's office, with all books, 
papers, records, ete, to one Stephen Wheeler, who was declared 
by the General Assembly, on the 6th day of January, 1873, to 
bave been elected to said office, In January, of 1873, 1 brought 
suit in the Pulaski County Circuit Court, for the possession of 
the office and the emoluments thereof, and afterward, the 
Supreme Court decided that a contest for said office of Auditor 
was exclusively within the jurisdiction of the General Assembly. 
I thereupon, at the Extraordinary Session of the General As- 
sembly, in May, 1874, filed my petition for contest for said 
office, which was received, read and referred to a joint commit- 
tee of both houses of the General Assembly ; and afterward, the 
committee met, and upon a full hearing of the evidence adduced 
on my part, and admitting as true all the evidence claimed by 
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Stephen Wheeler, the committee found that I had a majority 
over said Wheeler of over one thousand six hundred votes, as 
sudh candidate for the office of Auditor of State, Upon such 
finding, the joint committee reported to each of the houses that 
I was duly elected as Auditor of State on the 5th day of No- 
vember, 1872, which report was read and adopted by both 
houses of the General Assembly. 

The premises considered, I claim that the State is legally in- 

debted to me, as Auditor of State, for the salary allowed by law 
and the emoluments of the office the State would have had to 
pay from the 7th day of January, 1872, to the 27th day of May, 
1874, ` , 
It will be remembered that in making my contest I have 
already incurred an expense of several thousand dollars, and the 
amount claimed, if to be paid in the paper of the State, would 
but little more than reimburse me for the costs of my contest. 
Although the State is largely embarrassed, it is but right that I 
should have my just dues, and I respectfully ask an appropria- 
tion for that purpose.

Litre Hook, ARK., October 16, 1874. 
To His Excellency, ELISHA BAXTER, 
Governor of Arkansas: 

Sir: As Commissioner of Immigration and State Landa for 
the State of Arkansas, I have the honor to report that on the 
21st day of May, 1874, I entered upon the discharge. of the 
duties of my office. 

I found. that for one month immediately preceding, the rooms 
containing all the records had been occupied by armed forces 
then infesting the State-house, and had been used as a guard- 
room, and rendezvous for colored men principally, who, having 
no regard for records, or knowledge of their value, used. them 
for seats and pillows, breaking many packages of valuable : 


- papers, and leaving them scattered on the floors, 


Upon examination, it was found that in order to transact 
business with safety to individuals and the State, it was. neces- 
sary to complete the following work at once, viz: 

Firat. The scattered records to he gathered up and replaced. 

Second. All entries of Swamp Lands since December, 1872— 
about one thousand entries—embracing 475,000 acres—to be 
entered on the tract books. "This work should have been done 
day by day as the entries were made. 

Third. These entries to be compared with the plats and 
applications,

- Fourth. Two hundred and fifty entries, comprising about 
$ 81,000 acres ot swamp land, to be entered onthe records, 
applications to be folded, indorsed and filed. 

Fifth. The records of 600 swamp land patents to be posted 
on tract books, and the same with 500 patent, refunding and 
duplicate certificates. ` 

Sixth. About 5,000 entries of donation and sales of forfeited 
lands—comprising about ten thousand tracts—to be compared 
with applications and sales book and entered on the records. 

Seventh. Folding, indorsing and filing about 5,000 applica- 
tions for donation, ete. 

This neglect to keep the books properly posted had caused 
many mistakes and errors, during the past year especially, and 
has caused some delay in the work, as great care has been 
required to properly investigate and adjust the conflicts. 

In addition to the usual amount of new business received, 
this work has been completed, or nearly so. 

A great portion of the labor of this office does not show upon 
the records: The matter of answering inquiries relative to 
conflicts, and investigating titles, either in answer to letters or 
‘personal application, is by no means insignificant; often six 
hours time is consumed by an experienced clerk tu sift out 
from the record and decide upon the validity of a claim to 40 
acres. 

For a detailed statement of the principal business as shown 
by the records, since July 15, 1868, to September 30, 1874, L 
respectfully call your attention to exhibits hereto attached. 

A hasty review of the land department of this State from 
the date of the Swamp Land Grant in 1850 to the present, will 
not be without interest. 

In 1851 a Board of Swamp Land Commissioners were ap- 
pointed to take charge of the Swamp Lands, and construction 
of Levees, and commenced receiving applications to purchase, 
and selling swamp lands, without waiting for the selected lands 
to be confirmed, and consequently without anything like cor- 
rect plats and records to guide them ; in many instances selling 
sections of land as containing 640 acres, when in fact there 
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would be either double that amount, or one-half less, as no . 
lands were confirmed until 1853, and it is evident their work ` 
and record became somewhat “ mixed.” 

In 1853, the State was divided into five districts, correspond-_. 
ing to the United States Land Districts, and an Agent appointed 
for each. The Land Agents, as well as the Board of Commis- 
sioners, were required to report to the Auditor, who was at the 
head of the land department. : ~ 

It seems there was some doubt, or misunderstanding, as to 
the powers and duties of the Agents when first appointed, and 
the result was, that for some months two sets of officers were 
selling the same land at the same time. This created great 
confusion, and was the means of many unfortunate conflicts on. 
the records, many of which remain unsettled at the present 
time. 

In 1868, this office was established, and the records from the _ 
various districts and the Auditor's office transferred to it. 

Passing through all these changes, and the offices being at. 
times in the hands of careless or inexperienced officers, it is 
not strange that a multitude of errors have crept into the records, _ 
errors that are not. often discovered until the certificates of 
purchase are presented for patents, or, if discovered, cannot be _ 
properly adjusted i in the absence of the certificate. 

Settling the conflicts, errors, and investigating titles, requires _ 
the constant services of a person well versed in “that bundle 
of confusion known as the Swamp Land Laws,” and much 
patience and skill. 

Under the district system the errore and conflicts could only _ 
be settled satisfactorily after a lengthy correspondence with the 
Auditor. . 

Now, that the facilities for rapid transit are good from nearly 
every portion of the State, it works little hardship to citizens _ 
wishing to transact business with the Office in person, to come 
to Little Rock, and the entire record being in one office, all ` 
complications can be speedily adjusted—beside the rulings and 
decisions can be uniform throughout the State. ae

The consolidation of the offices was beneficial,Tin” that it 
reduced the expenses of the land department very ‘materially. 
Instead of six agents and six clerks in the districts, with two 
clerks in the Auditor’s office, with contingent expenses for six 
offices—the persons under pay ordinarily are but one officer 
and half the number of clerks, and the expense of one office 
only to bear. 

Tt seems to me that there should be some office in the State 
where all the records pertaining’ to State lands should be kept, 
and not require parties to visit many offices in order to gather 
information relative to titles of land, and, in order to accomplish 
this, I would suggest the transfer of the records of the sixteenth 
section lands to this office. 

Then, whenever the title to land is derived through the State, 
all would know where to apply for information. Should this 
change be made, I apprehend some improvement might be made 
in the seemingly cumbersome machinery now in vogue relative . 
.to bringing these lands into market, although I have not given 
the subject sufficient thought to make any recommendation at 
present. 


SWAMP LANDS. 


By act of Congress approved September 28, 1860, (Gantt’s 
Digest, page 141,) all the Swamp and Overflowed lands in this 
State were granted to the State “for the purpose of reclaiming 
said lands by means of levees and drains.”

In addition to the lands selected and still unconfirmed, I am 
reliably informed that many thousands of acres might with pro- ` 
priety be selected as coming within the spirit and letter of the 
grant, By act of Congress, March 12, 1860, the time in whioh 
selections of swamp land could be made was limited to “two 
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years afterthe next meeting of the Legislature.” So that, unless 
Congress extends the time, no more selections can be made. 1 
understand a bill is now pending in the United States Senate 
for that purpose; and in view of the fact that the war of 1861 
intervened. to prevent selections under act of 1860, I am satisfied 
_by a little effort by the State an extension of time may be 
granted. 

L believe it is well settled by the General Land Office and 
the courts that where land was swampy or overflowed sufficiently 
to come within the terms of the grant, at the date of the grant, 
that the State is entitled to the same, even if it has since been 
reclaimed—that the title passed when the act of September 28, 
1850, was approved—and where the General Government has 
sold or disposed of such land, the State can either claim the pur- 
chase-money received by the Government, or will be allowed to 
locate a like amount upon any of the public lands eubject to 
entry at $1.25 peracre. Acts of Congress, March 2, 1855. 

So far as I am able to ascertain, the State has never received 
any indemnity or located any lands: in lieu of the many thou- 
sand acres sold by the Government. Could the matter becare- 
fully examined, many thousand acres. of valuable, lands might 
be saved to the State, and a considerable amount of money sup- 
plied to ber treasury. 

This cannot be done with any degree of satisfaction by cor- 
respondence, and to insure prompt attention of these claims, I 
consider it important that some one well versed in the land 
history and records of this State be authorized to proceed to 
Washington as soon as practicable, on behalf of the State. 

A very important work for the future, in this office, will be 
to examine carefully every transaction connected with each tract 
of land, from the time of its selection to the date when patented 
by the State to the individual, and in order to do this intelli- 
gently, it is necessary that complete records thereof be in this 
office. As the lists of selections have been scattered, lost or 
destroyed, so that only a small portion remain in the office, T 
applied to the Commissioner ot the General Land Office for 
copies: of the lists on file in his office, and received the following 
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answer: “In reply, I have to state that owing to inadequate 
force in this office, and the magnitude of the work—there being 
one hundred and forty lists, embracing 8,652,432 2, acres—it 
will be impracticable at present to furnish you the copies asked 
for, as it will require two experienced clerks from six to ten 
months to prepare said copies. If, however, you will furnish a 
person to perform the work, we will cheerfully afford you all 
the facilities at our command to accomplish the object desired. 

Certified copies of the above lists, if prepared by this office, will 
cost you over $2000, at the rate fixed be law.” 

In this connection I wish to state that many of the States have 
agents at Washington most of the time, looking after the interest 
of their several land: grants, securing the indemnity due for 
lands sold by the Government after date of the grant, and urging - 
action upon the selected lists, 

In view of all this, and considering the fact that so many 
acres involved—not only Swamp lands, but Seminary and In- 
ternal Improvement lands also—I feel it my duty to urge that 
some provision be made, if possible, whereby a competent man 
may be sent by this office, or the Executive, to represent the 
interests of the State for a few months, at least. I am aware 
that members of Congress are expected to give attention to such 
matters, but their time is usually occupied in attending to their 
legitimate duties, and it is too much to expect them to turn 
claim-agents, and work in the land department. 

On the 14th day of August last, the Constitutional Conven- ' 
tion, then in session, by ordinance, directed this office not to 
receive any bonds of the State, known as Levee bonds, in pay- 
ment for any of the lands of the State, “ until otherwise provided 
by law.” 

This ordinance I have obeyed, preferring to await legislative 
action rather than to array myselt against the wishes of the 
people as expressed by their representatives in that body, and 
am in hopes the legislature will take speedy action in the 
matter. l 

As there is comparatively little swamp land scrip unre- 
deemed that is limited to particular districts, si leyee bonds 
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are good for lands in any district, and considering that: the 
proceeds of Jand sold under present laws is thrown into one 
common fund, I would suggest that the laws be so changed as 
to authorize this office to receive scrip issued for any certain 
district in payment for swamp lands in any portion of the 
State. This will relieve the various offices of keeping separate 
aceounts for each district. 

The minimum price of swamp Jands, as first established by 
the old Board of Swamp Land Commissioners, has been ad- 
hered to ever since, to-wit: 50 cents per acre when more than 
six miles from a navigable stream, and 75 cents per acre when 
within that limit. 

In view of the fact that railroads are now in operation, and 
other facilities for freighting and travel have superceded water 
courses, or at least rendered them of less importance, I sug- 
gest that the distinction between second and first-class land be 
removed and that the price be raised to $2 per acre, especially 
if levee bonds are to be received in payment therefor. 

By referriug to exhibit “ B? it will be seen that 167,555 A8. 
acres of swamp land were patented to the Mississippi, Ouachita 
and Red River Railroad company on the 18th day of April, 
1870, and 88,097 4,3; acres to ' James Torrans, Land Commis- 
sioner of the Mississippi, Ouachita and Red River Railroad 
company,” on the 8th day of October, 1873. These patents, 
T suppose, were issued under act of January 16, 1861, entitled 
“An Act to invest the swamp and overflowed lands in the 
Champagnolle District as stock in the Mississippi, Ouachita 
and Red River Railroad company.” This act, although speci- 
fying a sale in language, amounts to nothing more nor less 
than a direct grant without valuable consideration, and is in 
direct violation of the terms of the grant from the United 
States, as expressed in the act of Congress of September 28, 
1850, which says: “ That to enable the State of Arkansas to 
construct the necessary levees and drains to reclaim the swamp 
and overflowed lands therein,” ete. * * * “Provided, how- 
ever, That the proceeds of said lands, whetber from sale or by 
direct appropriation in kind, shall be applied exclusively, as 
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far as neccessary, to the purpose of. reclaiming said lands by. 
means of the levees and drains aforesaid.” 

At the time of this grant to the railroad, and since, it has 
been claimed that the road would operate as a levee or drain 
and be the means of “ reclaiming” these lands, and therefore 
came within the spirit of the Jaws of Congress, But when 
we consider the nature of the country through which this road 
is located, running as it does from east to west, and the water 
courses from north to south, with comparatively few acres of 
said land granted north of the road or near it—the greater 
portion being located many miles south of it, it is diffieult to 
comprehend how this railroad, even when completed, can re- 
claim any considerable number of acres; for if in crossing the 
bottoms and streams it be done uporf trestle-work the water 
flows on unimpeded, and if an embankment be made, it pre- 
vents rapid drainage and overflows the country for miles above 
it. ‘The claim that the State has ever received any value from 
the company in exchange for these lands, is pure sophistry, 
and a fantastie play upon words, for the “stock” received , 
never will be aught but a bill of expense—the company, with 
all its franchises and 255,653 acres of land as a basis of eredit, 
has only been able to complete less than thirty miles of road, 
and that nearly all outside of the Champagnolle District, 

The only record in this office relative to the lands patented 
to “James Torrans, Land Commissioner,” ete., is an entry in 
the day-book of sales, showing that certificate of purchase No. 
3772 was given on the day specified, and the following in- 
dorsement on the confirmed list: “James Torrans, Land 
Commissioner, Mississippi, Ouachita and Red River Railroad 
company, application No. 3772, October 10, 1873, and patent 
6408.” 

So far as the record shows it is all irregular, because the law 
does not provide for a certificate of purchase, and does not 
know any “land commissioner” of said road, neither was 
there any grant to “James Torrans” or any other person. 

While I am willing to concede that itis the duty of the 
State to foster, encourage, and protect the railroad interests of 
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the State, vet I consider it but just and proper that the act of 
January 16, 1861, be repealed, and some method provided by 
the Legislature for canceling the patents, or other evidences of 
title, issued by the State, and regaining control of these lands ; 
and, if necessary, let provisions be made in aid of the railroad 
without diverting the grant of lands from the General Govern- 
ment from its legitimate purpose. 

So far, I have taken no steps looking to a solution of this 
question, preferring to await the action of, and be guided by 
the wishes of the General Assembly. ' 

Many complicated questions have arisen relative to the 
validity of transactions in the land A lepartment Em ring the 
war of 1861. The Legislature Su thé mos important 
of them by act approved March 23, 18717 

There remains, however, a class of cases which that act 
failed specially to provide for, and in order to present a com- 
prehensive condition and view of the matter, I will copy the 
main points of a communication addressed by me to Fletcher 
and Walker, Real Estate Agents of this city, rejecting certain 
applications to purchase, dated September 15, 1874 : 

& The lands applied for in your thirteen: applications were 
all purchased from the Board of Swamp Land Commissioners 
during or prior to the year 1853, and the original certificates 
given by said Board of Commissioners surrendered, and patent 

certificates given by persons in charge of the land department 
of the State during the years 1861 and 1862. 

* [n the case of Gaster’s Heirs vs. Gaines, 23 Ark., the court 
held, in effect, that the certificates given by said Board of 
Swamp Land Commissioners were not certificates of purchase— 
were only certificates of application to purchase. 

“ The General Assembly, by act approved 20th January, 1855, 
provided that persons holding such certificates should present 
them to the Land Agents, who should, if the sale was regular, 
and the land confirmed, ete., issue a patent certificate in lieu of 
the original, and, in the case above referred to, it is held that 
the patent certificate is a certificate of purchase. No specified 
time is mentioned in said act when the certificates should be 
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presented, The act approved 15th January, 1857, is as fol- 
lows : 

* “Section 1. That the entry of Swamp and Overflowed Lands 
made in accordance with the 5th section of an act,’ ete, {apr 
proved 6th January, 1851, be and the same are hereby approved 
and confirmed ; and in all cases where such lands were entered 
before the Old Board of Swamp Land Commissioners, under 
said section, and are still unconfirmed. to this State, the person 
or persons so entering, or holding the certificates by assignment 
or transfer, shall have a preference right, provided the holder 
be a citizen of the State, to re-enter the said lands as soon as 
the same shall be confirmed to this State, for the space of sixty 
days from and after publie notice is duly given of said con- 
firmation by the proper Land Agent for the district in which 
such lands may be situate, and not thereafter.’ 

“ This act confirmed all sales of confirmed land made prior to 
that time, and a patent certificate was not necessary to vest the: 
title in the purchaser, but was, under the previous act, a neces- 
sary pre-requisite to obtain a patent. The time is not limited, 
however, and the bolder of the original certificate still has a: ` 
right, at any time, to demand and receive a valid patent cer- 
tificate. 

** All of the lands applied for were not confirmed, at date of 
entry, nor at the date of the last act quoted, a considerable por- 
tion of them having been confirmed since then, and prior to 
the 6th day of May 1861. 

“This class of the lands come under the provisions of the act 
above quoted in full, and the purchasers had the preference right 
to perfect their title for the space of sixty days after public 
notice given, but where no sale was made of the tracts men- 
tioned, the original purchaser had an indefinite time in which 
to procure his patent certificate. There is no evidence that any 
other party ever applied to purchase. Hence, so far as the 
time is concerned, in which the original parties applied to 
perfect their title, whether or not they did it within the sixty 
' days, is immaterial. 
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“The holders of the original certificates did all they were 
required to do under the law-—surrendered said certificates to 
the person in charge of the land departments and.“ records in 
order to perfect title, pa, ment having been previously made and 
received by the State—and took, in good faith, the best cer- 
tificate they could get, in lieu thereof. Admitting that these 
patent certificates are not legal, yet when the war closed and 
the land records were placed in the hands of legal officers, the 
original certificates were then in their possession, and it became 
the duty of the officer to issue valid certificates thereon, -for 
when the certificates were legally in the hands of the legal 
officer, it was in effect a surrender to the State for patent cer- 
tificates. The records showed these certificates had been filed, 
and the date of filing, and that there was no conflicting claim. 
To hold otherwise would be to require an impossibility, and 
divest a purchaser of his legal rights, simply because there was no 
legal officer, and the land offices virtually closed. 

“The act of March 23, 1871, ‘to define the condition of 
certain State lands, and for other purposes,’ does not, in my 
opinion, apply to these cases, inasmuch as there was no sale 
during the time specified. 

“ The sale had been previously made, and confirmed by the act 
of January 15, 1857, conditioned that the purchaser should 
comply with the provisions of law and procure his patent cer- 
tifieate. This he has done so far as possible—has filed and 
surrendered his certificate to the State for that express and 
avowed purpose. Section 4 of the uct of March 23, 1871, 
virtually recognizes the rights of the original purchasers by 
providing for the issuance of valid certificates from the records, 
where the original certificate could not be found. The certifi- 
cates given by the Swamp Land Commissioners being only 
certificates of application and issued without express authority 
of law, the State exercised her right to say how the inchoate 
contract between herself and the purchaser should be completed. 
This she did by authorizing the issuance of patent certificates 
as full certificates of purchase. 
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* This, however, did not preclude her from providing other * 
ways, or declaring the contract completed, as evidenced by the 
act of January 15, 1857, where it is expressly stated that these 
sales * are hereby approved and confirmed, and vested the title 
in the purchaser, provided he surrendered his certificate to the 
State after the lands were confirmed, and before the rights of 
third parties attached.” ; 

A. law declaring that the surrender of said certificates of 
application to any one in charge of the land department during 
these years be considered a compliance with the act of January 
15, 1857, and authorizing the Commissioner of State Lands to 
issue valid patent certificates upon application, would settle all 
questions of doubt, and be but justice to the claimant, as the 
land was paid for before the war, and equity demands that in- 
dividuals do not suffer for non-compliance with an impossible 
requirement, 


LANDS FORFEITED FOR TAXES, 


Under provision of act of February 10, 1871, there has been 
certified to this office by the Auditor 1,903,308 acres.

By act of May 16, 1874, the time of redemption of lands 
forfeited and unoffered in the hands of the Auditor was ex- 
tended, and all sales prohibited by the Auditor until September, 
1875, when under present laws the lands forfeited for 1870, 
"11 and "72 will be offered for sale, and it is safe to predict that 
fully one million acres will come to this office to be disposed 
of. In 1868 and '69 the Auditor furnished complete lists of 
lands subject to taxation to each county in the State, and it 
was reasonable to expect that very few tracts would appear 
upon the tax-books that had not become subject to taxation, 
but it seems that in order to swell the amount of fees, or for 
some other cause unknown, the assessors have at various times 
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listed landa belonging to railroad companies, United States 
and the State, and the result has been many thousand acres 
erroneously forfeited appears on the books of this office, many 
of which have been donated or sold to individuals. "This has 
and will continue to sadly mix the titles of real estate unless 
some method be devised to prevent a recurrence. 

The prosperity of a country is largely dependent upon the 
title to the land of the producer. If it be good it enconrages 
thrift and industry, farmers remain contented, without fear of 
molestation, and valuable improvements and beautiful homes 
are the result. Whenever these errors are discovered, the records 
are corrected, but as the record of original entries to only a 
comparatively small portion of the lands subject to taxation are 
in this office, it is impossible to sift them all out. 

Under the donation act every head of a family can secure 160 
acres, every married man 160 for his wife, and every head of a 
family “shall be entitled to take up a quarter-section of land 
in the name of his or her minor children.” 

A strict construction of this law would bar orphans from the 
benefits of the act, bnt, T have so far permitted donations where 
application has been made in their behalf by guardians. I 
think, however, it would be well, just, proper and equitable to 
provide by law that orphans or all minors without natural 
protectors have equal privileges with other children, and any 
person allowed to apply for them, and in their name. No harm 
to individuals or the State could arise from this, as the land 
could not be sold without competent authority during their 


“minority. I make this suggestion to cover many éases all 


through the State where guardians: have never been formally 
appointed. So far as I can judge, the laws providing for these 
lands are wise and prudent. The title acquired by donation or 
purchase being in fact a “ tax-title ” only, it would be impossi- 
ble to sell them for a greater price than the taxes and costs due 
thereon, 
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SALINE LANDS. 


Congress, by act of June 23, 1836, granted to the State twelve 
Salt Springs, with six sections of land adjacent to each, making 
in the aggregate seventy-two sections, or 46,080 acres, 

The State selected seventeen springs, with land adjoining, but 
upon examination it was found that six of these springs 
were on land which had been disposed of by the Government 
or claimed by parties having a preference right thereto, and 
therefore only eleven springs with the adjoining six sections, 
amounting to 42,240 acres, were approved to the State. Atthe 
time of this approval the time specified in the grant—January 
13, 1840—in which selections could be made had expired, and 
the State failed to secure He 3840 acres justly due under the 
grant, 

For statement of condition of these lands, see exhibit “ D." 


SEMINARY LANDS, 


There was granted to the State of Arkansas, for the use of 
Seminary of Learning, 46,080 acres. The records of this office 
do not show conclusively the number of acres approved under 
this grant, but it is evident there is still a considerable amount 
due—about 6000 acres—although by reference to statement 
* E," hereto attached, it will appear that the State has sold over 
45,000 acres. This discrepancy may be accounted for upon the 
supposition that some tracts are in dispute—baving been selected 
but unapproved, and inedvetiengy or otherwise sold by the 
State, : 

Again, very many tracts have been erroneously sold twice, 
and the amount would appear in the statement twice. 

As evidence that the grant has not been fully adjusted, I 
quote from a letter from the Genera] Land Office, under date of 
May 4, 1570, addressed to Hon. A, MeDonald, United States 
Senator: 

* Under this grant, per act of March 2, 1827, and June 23, 
1836,:39,856 A8, acres were selected and approved to the State, 
leaving still due and to be selected by the State the quantity of 
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6223 A4. acres, of which factis the Governor of said State was 
fully advised by letter from this office of January 12, 1853, and 
again by letter of August 30, 1853, and January 13, 1854.” 


INTERNAL IMPROVEMENT LANDS. 


Congress, by act approved September 4, 1841, granted to the 
State 500,000 acres of land, for the purposes of internal im- 
provement. (See Gantt's Digest, page 140.) These lands have 
all been selected and approved to the State, except 119 acres, 
which amount is still due. 

For statement of the present condition of this grant, see 
exhibit “ D.” ` 

These lands, from the date of grant, have not been sold for 
less than $1.25 per acre, either for cash or from one to five 
years credit.. By act of March 23, 1871, Levee Bonds were 
made receivable in payment for this class of lands. 

This has, in effect, reduced the price of these choice selected 
lands nearly to a level with swamp lands. And, as these 
bonds are issued with the express provision of law that they 
shall be received for “Internal Improvement lands”-—Gantt's 
Digest, section 1044—I consider it but fair and just that the 
price of these lands be advanced to $2.50 or $3 per acre, 

And further: When the records of the Chancery Court are 
consulted, it is found that many hundreds of suits have been in- 
stituted thereín to collect the purchase-moñey due upon these 
lands, or procure a forfeiture to the State, the expense in each 
case amounting to from $65 to $110—all of which is paid by 
the State. This being true, the conclusion must be that the 
eredit system ought to be abandoned, or some more inexpensive 
system provided for forfeiture, 

These suits for forfeiture involve, upon an average, about 
80 acres each ; but supposing the average be 160 acres. Here 
' the State pays fifty cents per acre, in order to extinguish the 
claim of the purchaser, and sells the same land for $1.25 per 
acre, receiving in payment bonds worth about ten cents on the 
Ba or sells again on a credit, the State again being obliged 
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to pay fifty cents per acre for the privilege of selling her own 
lands. - 

Of the 158,512 acres remaining unpaid for, it is safe to esti- 
mute that at least 100,000 acres will be forfeited, and return to 
this office to be sold again, 

Under the credit system, these lands are being frittered away, 
and the expense of forfeitures is cating up the proceeds—the 
lands being a bill of expense instead of a revenue to the State. 

Owing to the many conflicting entries, and errors im the 
record of sales of the Internal Improvement, Seminary and 
Saline lands, and the further fact that no correct record has 
been kept of the tracts reported to the Attorney-General for 
forfeiture, and no law in existence requiring him, or the Clerk 
of the Chancery Court, to report their action to this office, it is 
impossible to give an axact statement of the true condition of 
these lands, without more time for investigation. 

The exhibits here made, however, approximate very nearly 
the truth-—being taken from such records as I have, The 
` Clerk of the Chancery Court should be required to report to 
this office every case in which any of these classes of land 
appear, giving the title of suit, amount of decree, date of sale, 
to whom sold, ete., in order that the records may be kept to cor- 
respond with the facts. 


REAL ESTATE BANK LANDS. 


These lands are derived from the assets of the old Real 
Estate Bank, a large quantity having been by the bank taken in 
pay ment for debts, or bought by Trustees under decree of foreclo- 
sure. Of this class, there remains in the hands of Gordon N. 
Peay, Receiver, 8,753 $44 acres, which I think legitimately 
belong in this office, and have been informed by Mr. Peay that 
he will endeavor to procure an order of the Court to transfer 
them to this office for sale. If this be done, I do not consider 
any legislation necessary. 

A much larger portion is derived from lands pledged by the 
stockholders, and decrees of foreclosure are being continually 
made, It is made the duty of the Commissioner of State 
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Lands to attend the sales c! these lands under the decrees, and 
purchase them for the State, provided they do not bring their 
full value, or the amount of the judgment. 

Since 1868 the Commissioner has purchased 5,211 495; acres 
under this Jaw, and has sold the same again at the appraised 
_ valuation for $98,797.40 cash, and $7,748.90 notes, I consider 
it important that some changes in the present law relative to 
` their disposal be made—that: the credit system be abolished for 
reasons heretofore given under the head of “ Internal Improve- 
ment Lands,” and some discretion be given the Commissioner. 
Now, he is required to sell the same to first applicant after the 
appraisers make their report, and in some cases heretofore, it 
appears that applications to purchase were filed by one of the 
appraisers immediately after filing his report. The Commis- 
sioner should, if he thinks proper, be allowed: to receive bids 
and sell to the person offering most. 

This law is too complicated at best, and could be remodeled 
with salutary benefit to the State, and individuals. 


LANDS OF THE SLATE BANK, 


> 


These lands were taken in payment of debts due the Bank, 
and placed in the land department by the Receiver for sale. 
The records of these lands in this office are so imperfect that it 
is impossible to give a comprehensive account of them, No 
complete record of sales can be found. ` 

I shall give the matter close attention in the future, and 
endeavor to ascertain their true condition. - In order to do this, 
I must have the assistance of competent men, and will be com- 
pelled to expend some money, as 1 apprehend the records in 
several counties will have to be examined in order to supply 
missing links in the chain of records in this office,

For a more complete statement of transactions since the 
office was established, I have prepared the annexed exhibits, 
and, for convenience and information, have given a portion 
according to the administration of each Commissioner, 

Under ‘act of July 15, 1868, establishing this office, the Com- 
missioner was required to make complete Township Plats of 
the State, and carefully note the classes of land thereon, ete. 

About one-half of this work has been completed, leaving 
about 600 township plats to be made, It is somewhat impor- 
tant that these new plats be ready for use at an early day, 
as the old plats are somewhat worn, and covered with check- 
marks, figures, ete., and therefore the lands forfeited for taxes 
have never been marked on them. As yet, L have not com- 
menced this work, owing to the fact that the funds available 
for clerk-hire is so limited, and 1 preferred to await a new 
appropriation. 


IMMIGRATION, 


Since my induction into office I have not given this subject 
especial attention, nor made any arrangements of consequence 
looking to an influx of people in this State. My predecessors 
have left me little or no data from which I can estimate the 
past work of the office in that direction, and there have been 
no funds at my disposal for that purpose. 

The Legislature, by act approved April 28, 1873, provided 
for purchasing from James P, Henry five thousand German and 
twenty thousand English copies of his pamphlet on the “Resources 
of Arkansas.” Of this number, on taking possession I found 
gome six thousand copies in the office, and have distributed some, 
but not to the extent I otherwise would had there been any 
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fund upon which I could have drawn for the requisite postage. 

I understand there are = veral thousand copies of the Eng- 
lish edition yet due the State, and I know that nut one copy of ` 
the German edition has ever been received by this office, al- 
though the State has paid the full amount of $15,000—as 
specified in said act. Some steps should be taken to compel the 
parties who have received the pay to furnish these pamphlets, 
and then provision should be made for their distribution at once. 

If we as a State ever expect to turn the tide of foreign im~ 
migration to our borders, if seems to me that something should 
be done in a practical way—instead of supposing that strangers. 
know as much of our natural’ advantages as we do, and supinely 
waiting for them to come, while we theorize on the advantages 
to the State if they do come. Let provisions be made for an 
agent from this department to visit New York, and remain 
there, and with circulars and pamphlets as well as by personal 
conversation, give the necessary information and urge especially 
the claims of this State. I can see no good reason why many 
thousand families may not be induced to come among us, were 
we only willing to provide a guide to meet them with a friendly 
greeting on their reaching New York, and one who could 
either accompany them here or direet them how to come. If 
immigrants are worth having they are certainly worth going 
that distance for. This will cost the State some money, bnt the 
experiment is worthy a fair trial. So far as I can ascertain, 
scarcely a dollar has ever been expended for this purpose, ex- 
cept in the way of distributing pamphlets, the appropriations 
heretofore made being used for carrying on the land department 
of this office. 

Now is the time to act, The “ware” are over, peace is in 
our vineyard, and we can confidently look to the future with 
high hopes of prosperity. In this our day of bright prospects, 
let us not adopt a mistaken penurious policy, and SE fail 
‘to secure our full share of immigration,

In addition to the clerks required to transact the regular 
business of this office, I consider it important that provision be 
made for extra assistants, for the purpose of clearly investi- 
gating the condition of and title to the various classes of lands— 
looking after confirmations, eto,, as hereinbefore mentioned. In 
order to accomplish this, with any degree of satisfaction, the 
following corps of clerks will be required : 

One Chiet Clerk; 

Three Clerks in Office; 

One Clerk to investigate titles in this State; 

One Clerk at Washington, D. C.; 

One Clerk at New York, in the Immigration department. 

And here allow me to state that second-class clerka cannot 
be employed in this office to advantage. Each one should be 
well versed in the land laws of the State, or at least have the 
capacity to understand them. The records of this office to-day 
are a standing protest againat machine clerks. A man may be 
capable of managing a bank, or mercantile house, and still be 
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entirely destitute of qualifications for a successful land man; 
and, on behalf of the State, the owners of real estate—especially 
those whose homes are derived from the State, earned and cul- 
tivated by the hard-working citizen—I urge that your Excel- 
lency use your best endeavors to secure a sufficient appropriation, 
so that men may be selected who will be an honor to the office 
and the State.

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TRUSTEES REPORT. 
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To His Excellency, Elisha Baxter, Governor of Arkansas : 

The Trustees of the Arkansas Institute for the Education of 
the Blind respectfully submit their seventh report,;embracing 
two years, from October 1, 1372, to September 30, 1874. 

Appended will be found the report of the Superintendent, 
which is made a part of this report, and to which we refer your 
Excellency for a detailed statement of the condition and affairs 
of the institution. It will be seen that the Institute is in ex- 
cellent condition, 

Forty-nine pupils have received instruction during the last 
two years—nineteen males and thirty females—of whom four ` 
males and nine females have been discharged and one has 
died, leaving fifteen male and twenty females at the close of 
the session in June last, 

Of those discharged one young man is teaching in the 
Louisiana Institution for the Blind, and two are making a - 
good living at mattress-making. One young woman has for. 
more than a year filled the position of Assistant Matron in tlie 
Arkansas Institute; another is keeping house for her brother, 9 
and others are making themselves useful, 

The largest number of pupils ever in at one time and the 
greatest number that oan be accommodated in the present 
'"uilding is.forty. There are applications for the admission of 
new pupils enougli to make that number this session, 
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The State Scrip, in which the appropriations for the Insti- 
tute is received, has been made to average nearly fifty cents to 
the dollar, though its price has averaged far below that much of 
the time. 

Notwithstanding the appropriation has been reduced by dis- 
count, tó half its nominal amounf, it has been so husbanded 
that on the 30th of September the debt of the Institute was 
less than five hundred dollars ($500); no claim against it being 
of more than three months’ standing. 

The great want of the Institute is more room, both for the 
better accommodation of the present inmates and that all the 
young blind of the State, of suitable character and capacity, 
may be admitted to its privileges. 

We cordially indorse the recommendations contained in the 
Superintendent’s report. We would call the especial attention 
of your Excellency, and through you that of the General As- 
sembly, to his suggestions in regard to the parcel of ground ad- 
joining the Institute premises on the east. This ground should 
belong to the institution. It would doubtless have been in- 
cluded in the original purchase had it been in the market at 
that time. In addition to the considerations set forth in the 
Superintendent’s report, the ground is well set with young 
shade-trees, which, if properly cared for and protected with 
fence, would soon afford a grateful shade to our play-grounds 
and add much to the beauty of the place. 

To prevent this falling into the hands of parties who might 
hold it for purposes of speculation, or build upon it to the in- 
convenience and prejudice of the Institute, a few friends of the 
blind purchased it last spring. We have their written propo- 
sition to convey it to the State for the benefit of the Institute, 
for the same that they gave for it, which, on the 26th of March 

(next, will, with interest, amount to one thousand six hundred 
and fifty dollars ($1650). We recommend that this sum, or 
so much of it as may be necessary, be pjs did by the 
Legialature to make the desired purchase, 


We would also respectfully e call your attention to the follow- 
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ing considerations and recommendations in regard to the land 
donated by the State to the Institute for building purposes : 


First-—That by an act of the General Assembly of the State 
ot Arkansas, approved April 23, 1873, a certain parcel of ground 
therein described, belonging to the State, was donated to the 
Blind Institute. 

Second—That the object of such donation as expressed in 
said act (see Acts of Arkansas, 1873, p. 205), was to secure 
to said Institute a building fund for the enlargement.and im- 
provement of the buildings necessatily appertaining thereto. 


Third—That according to the requirements of said act such 
parcel of ground was to be surveyed and laid ‘off into lots and 
blocks, which were to be sold at public sale after thirty days” 
notice, and the proceeds placed in the State Treasury to the 
credit of the Institute. 


Fourth—That owing to the financial depression and other 
unfavorable circumstances rendering it utterly impossible to 
realize anything like the true value of said real, estate, the 
Trustees have deferred giving notice of the sale and have 
declined to place the property upon a dull and weak market. 
And they respectfully submit that the interést.of the Institute 
and the aim of the General Assembly have been subserved 
more effectually than if the property had been pushed to a sale 
at any time during the preceding twelve months. : 

Fifth—That they have, however, in compliance with the act 
aforesaid caused said property to be surveyed and laid off by a 
competent civil engineer, so that they are prepared to take ad- 
vantage of the first favorable condition of the real estate mar- 
ket ‘and make a sale for a fair price. A copy of said plat is 
herewith submitted, in order that your Excellency may more 
easily see the propriety of the suggestions which follow. Said 
plat has long since been filed in the office of the Clerk and 
Recorder of Pulaski county, to-wit: in Book C, No. 3, p. 213. 

Sixth—That by said plat it will be seen that the south half 
of blocks seven (7) and eight (8), though belonging to the State, 
was not included in said Legislative grant, but constitutes an 
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isolated fragment of ground unconnected with any other land 
belonging to the State. And in view of the fact that at the 
late Extraordinary Session of the General Assembly a move- 
ment was set op foot and vigorously pressed, having for its 
object the repeal of the act of April 23, 1873, donating such 
land as aforesaid ; and inasmuch as the only argument even of 
passable plausibility was based upon the supposition that more 
ground was required for the use and extension of the State 
Penitentiary, and that ne ground would answer the purpose 
better than that already set apart by the Legislature for the 
use of the Blind Institute. 

Seventh—Therefore, without admitting for a moment that 
justice or the publie good requires that any portion of said 
ground should be wrested from the Institute and added to the 
already ample domain of the Penitentiary ; and although we 
here protest and respectfully submit that had such repeal un- 
fortunately proved successful, only pecuniary advantage to the 

„lessees of the Pententiary would have resulted, without any 
appreciable publie gain. Yet in order to meet any supposed 
future need in the direction suggested, we repectfully propose 
that such a legislative act be recommended by your Excellency 
to the General Assembly as will secure to the Pentitentiary the 
north half of blocks one (1) and two (2), which lies immedi- 
ately adjoining and will nearly double the frontage of said 
prison ; and that in exchange for said half block, the south 
half of blocks seven (7) and eight (8), already referred to, be 
added to and made part of the grant of April 23, 1873, 

' Eighth-—And, in conclusion, the Trustees beg leave to re- 
iterate their protest against any attempt, such as above referred 
to, which may operate to defeat the humane intent of the. 
General Assembly, as well as the steps which we as Trustees 
have taken to make effective an act which was prompted by a 
sense of duty on the part of the people of the State toward a 
worthy and deserving charity,

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 
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To the Board of Trustees: 

GENTLEMEN; It is with profound satisfaction that, at the 
expiration of two more years, I am able to report the institu- 
tion under your direction in so good condition. Notwithstand- 
ing the late troubles, both financial aud political, experienced 
by our State, this institution, watched over by the same kind 
Providence that has ever sustained it, has pursued its even 
way, dispensing blessings to the blind as heretofore; and per- 
haps in no two years of the institution has more been done to 
render the blind self-reliant and self-sustaining than during 
the two covered by this report, and we are satisfied that never 
have they better appreciated or more highly prized their 
privileges, 


NUMBER OF PUPILS. ' 


At the date of my last report, October, 1872, there were on 
the roll the names of forty-one pupils. Two of these, viz: 
Georgiana Brooks, of Hot Spring county, and Mary 8, Wad- 
dell, of Barber county, not having since reported themselves, 
have been dropped from tbe roll, Nine new pupils have been 
received, and one formerly discharged has been readmitted into 
_ the mechanical department, making the whole number that 
have received instruction in the last two yeats forty-nine— 
nineteen males and thirty females, Of these, four males and 
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nine females have either been discharged or remained at their 
homes without a regular discharge, and one has died, leaving 
the number on the roll, at the close of the session, June last, 
thirty-five—fifteen males and twenty females. We have appli- 
cations for the admission of new pupils enough to increase the 
number to forty, as many as we have ever had at one time-and 
as many as our buildings will accommodate. Of the pupils 
discharged, one, Mr. J. M. Cloud, is filling the position of 
mechanical teacher in the Louisiana Institution tor the Blind, 
at Baton Rouge, Another, Miss N. A. Moore, has been ap- 
pointed assistant matron in our own institution and has filled 
the position one year with great credit to herself and benefit to 
the institution. Two young men are making a good living at 
mattress-making. One young woman is keeping house for her 
brother, and others are making themselves more or less useful. 


SUBORDINATE OFFICERS, 


My subordinate officers have labored untiringly to advance 
the pupils in their studies and to improve them in their de- 
portment, and we would gladly have secured the services of all 
of them.for the next session. The pupils, with few exceptions, 
have met their efforts with corresponding interest. ` 

Mr. Thomas Deboe, a blind gentleman and graduate of the 
Kentucky Tustitution, who held the position of, literary teacher 
last year, both by precept and example, exerted a marked in- 
fluence upon our boys, inspiring them with new confidence in 
the abilities of the blind, It is a subject of regret, both to the 
officers and pupils, that teaching the blind in Arkansas is less 
profitable than cultivating the blue grass lands of Kentucky, 
where Mr. Deboe is regarded by his neighbors as a most suc- 
cessful farmer. 


HEALTH, 


We have had: more sickness than usual, some severe and 
protracted cases; but all, except one, have yielded to medical 
skill and careful nursing. On the 16th of July, 1873, Jeanette 
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Hays, aged eightcen, died of consumption, her mother and 
sister having preceded her to the grave with the same disease 
within a few months previous. She gave hopeful evidence that 
to her the change was from darkness to light; from sickness 
and sorrw to everlasting jov. This is only the third death of 
a pupil which has occurred in the institution since its organi- 
zation, fifteen years ago. 


MORE ROOM NEEDED. 


Much of the sickness we have experienced is doubtless 
owing to the crowded condition of our dormitories and other 
causes set forth in our last report, which causes can only be 

.removed by the extension of our buildings. All the reasons 
heretofore urged for the speedy erection of the main building 
contemplated in the plan of the Institute become more and 
more imperative every year. 


THE FIRE. 


An event of the Jast three months has made us feel more 
than ever the need of more room and of supplying other wants 
for which we have never yet been able to spare the means. On 
the first of July last our work-shops, stable and carriage-house, 
all under the same roof, were consumed by fire, together with 
most of the tools and machinery for harness-making, mattress- 
making and broom-making. There is no doubt that the fire 
was caused by a small colored pupil striking a match and 
dropping it among the inflammable material in the shop. A 
striking and expensive illustration of the results of disobedi- 
ence, for he and his companions had often been forbidden to 
meddle with matches. At one time it was thought that the 
fre would communicate to the other frame buildings and thence 
to the brick house, but a sudden change of the wind averted 
this calamity. 

This misfortune has made two things very evident: First, 
that at our distance from the department, in case of fire, we 


must rely mainly upon our own resources; and, second, that 
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we are almost destitute of the means of extinguishing or even 
checking a fire. We have no cistern, and the well upon which 
we must rely is usually dry for several weeks each year. We 
ought ta have a large cistern and one or two fire extinguishers. 
The burning ot the Wisconsin Institution for the Blind, at 
Janesville, last spring, and the less recent burning of the Illi- 
nois and Kentucky Institutions, together with our smaller 
conflagration, should be sufficient warning to use every safe- 
guard against the repetition of the calamity. We have no 
means with which to rebuild the workshops, and if we had I 
doubt the wisdom of putting up any more frame buildings to 
tempt the flames. I think it would be far better to rent a 
shop in the neighborhood for the present. Since writing the 
above I have received a note from Dr. E. V. Denel! kindly 
offering us the use of his building, at the corner of Eighteenth 
and Louisiana streets, for a workshop at a mere nominal rent. 
This is the nearest and most suitable building for the purpose 
in the neighborhood, and the generositv of the owner is pecu- 
liarly gratifying at this time, when the institution is pressed 
for means, on account of the low value of State scrip. 


BUILDING. 


Soon as practicable the central building contemplated in the 
plan of the institution should be erected, This building ought 
to be fire-proof and of sufficient size to furnish school-rooms, 
music-rooms, chapel, offices, library and museum, dining-room 
and kitchen for one hundred pupils, also Superintendent’s 
rooms, For several years to come, besides affording the fore- 
going public rooms for the whole school, it would supply lodg- 
ing and sitting-rooms for the girls and female teachers, leaving 
the present briek building for the boys, while the frames 
buildings now occupied by them could be moved to the rear of 
the grounds and used for workshops, gymnasium, ete. When 
the increase of pupils shal! cause the main building to be too 
narrow, a lodging-house or lodging-bouses for the girls can be 
erected on the eastern part of the grounds, thus effecting a 
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more perfect separation of the sexes than we have ever yet been 
able to do, as they would then have no opportunities of meeting 
except in the presence of an officer or teacher. This would be 
the next best thing to separate schools for the sexes at a dis- 
tance from each other, 

The land donated to the institution for building purposes by 
the Legislature of 1873, has been surveyed and divided into 
sixty-nine city lots and fractional lots, which, if disposed of, 
would doubtless furnish means for putting up the walls and 
roofing the main building and rendering a portion of it habit- 
able without drawing upon the State Treasury. 


ADJACENT GROUNDS. 


Early last spring the parcel of ground lying between the 
Institute premises and Louisiana street on the east, which had 
been in litigation, came into market, and before I was aware 
the lot on the corner of Louisiana and Eighteenth streets was 
sold for three hundred dollars and preparations made to build 
upon it. 

Being aware that the Board had neither the authority nor 
means to purchase this tract for the Institute, and knowing that 
it would greatly injure our grounds to have it fall into the 
hands of other parties, I endeavored to find friends willing to ' 
purchase and hold it until the Legislature could make pro- 
vision to buy it for the Institute. Mr. J. H. Barton, the agent, 
assured me that if we would take the tract he could make 
an exchange of other property for the corner lot just sold, but 
it must be done immediately, as the purchaser of said lot had 
material on the spot and was preparing to break ground for 
building the next day. 

Having less than twenty-four hours I did not find enough 
persons to purchase the whole tract; but I found five, who, on 
the 26th of March, bought the fractional block extending from 
Highteenth to Nineteenth streets and between the Institute 
grounds and Louisiana street, for fifteen hundred dollars, one- 
third cash and the remainder in one and two years, with ten 
per cent, interest. I deem it to be of very great importance 
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that this ground should be secured for the institution. This 
will be more evident when our main building shall have been 
erected at the head of Center street. 

The proposed addition will not only extend our Eighteenth 
street front to Louisiana street, perfect our drainage and afford 
ample play-grounds, east as well as west of the main building, 
thus enabling a separation of the sexes during the hours of 
recreation, but it will also prevent unpleasant neighborhood. 
The fractional block in question consists of six lots, froating on 
Louisiana streetand extending west about 130 feet to our fence, 
with no alley between. So that should these lots. be sold to 
private parties, and be built upon, the stables and back build- 
ings would range along our fence, in unpleasant proximity to 
our main building and the girls’ play-ground. Should they be 
sold together they might be devoted to purposes which would be 
still more annoying to the Institute, It is therefore to be 
earnestly hoped that the Legislature will make provision for 
the purchase of this ground. The parties who bought it hav- 
ing no other motive for doing so than to befriend the institu- 
tion, are willing to transfer it to the State for the same which 
they gave, which, with the interest, will, on the 26th of March 
next, amount to $1650. Should the General Assembly fail to 
make the necessary appropriation, they will feel at liberty to 
sell to any other party or parties, in which case the institution 
will lose the benefit of their good intentions and be liable to 
all the annoyances above hinted at, 


LITERARY DEPARTMENT. 


In January last we spent a week in examining the school 
with a view of regrading the classes. We believe that no week 
in the session has been better spent. This examination revealed 
the encouraging fact that all our pupils could read intelligibly ' 
except two, one a young man over school age, who entered to 

` Tèarn a trade, and the other the youngest pupil in school, who 
had been in the Institute less than three months. It is believed 
that the course of study proposed can be completed in eight 
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years by an ordinarily bright pupil who is interested in study. 
The course is doubtless imperfect, and experience may suggest 
many changes. 

So far as the use of text-books in raised letters is concerned, 
we have been obliged to use such as are in «print, not always 
those most desirable. It is to be hoped that those engaged in 
printing for the blind will ere long provide a complete series 
of school-books in raised print, such as are most approved for 
seeing schools, that our blind pupils may not only be able to 
study their lessons without the aid of others, and thus acquire 
the habit of ‘independent thought and action, but that those 
who shall hereafter wish to teach seeing persons may have the 
means of doing so. 

Since the grading, our pupils having something definite be- 
fore them, have been more studious and manifested a greater 
interest in their classes. After the examination at the close of 

„the session in June last, with two exceptions, the pupils in all 

the grades were advanced one step, so that they now stand as 
follows: In the first or lowest grade, 2 pupils; second grade, 6 ; 
third grade, 6; fourth grade, 6 ; sixth grade, 7; seventh grade, 
2; employed exclusively in the mechanical department, 3; not 
graded on account of sickness and irregular attendance, 3. 

In June last a committee consisting of Rev. S. H. Buchanan 
pastor ot the Cumberland Presbyterian Church, Prof. William A. 
Banks, of St. Johns’ College, and Dr. F. M. Chrisman, County 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, was appointed to conduct 
the annual examination of our pupils. 

The following is their report : 

Lost Rock, June 26, 1874, 


To the Board of Trustees of the Arkhnsas Institule for the Education - 


of the Bliud: 

The undersigned Committee, appointed to attend the examinntion of 
elngses at the Institute, on the 23d and 24th of "June, take pleasure m sub- 
mitting the following: 

We were in the class-rooma, workshops, dining-rooms and dormitories, and 
must congratulate you and the friends of the institution on the abundant 
evidence everywhere of faithful, efficient teaching and good administration, 
The institution has been attended this year by thirty-seven pupils, The 
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pupils seem remarkably cheerful and happy—during the hours of intermis- 
sion engaging in wit, humor and song. 

The course of study is divided into the following eight grades; each 
intended to embrace a session of nine montha: 

First or Lowest Grade—Reading on cards and in the introductory primer, 
learning to spell all the words; Arithmetic, mental; Sheldon'a Four Steps; 
Language—Harvey's First Lessons; Object Lessons—form, size, weight. 

Second Grade—Reading, Fables for Children; Arithmetic, to Compound 
Numbers, with the use of the slate; Progressive Speller commenced; Geog. 
raphy, oral; Language continued. 

Third Grade—Reading, Second-Class Reader; Writing; Arithmetic, Com- 
pound Numbers and Common Fractions; Spelling—Progressive Speller 
finished; Language continued; Geography—Guyot's Intermediate to Asia. 

Fourth Grade—United States History, Anderson's; Arithmetic; Decimal 
Fractions, Percentage and its applications; Grammar—Harvey's English 
Grammar, to syntax; Speller and Definer; Geography—Guyot's Interme- 
diate finished. . 

Fifth Grade—History of England—Dickens, volume 1; Arithmetic fin- 
ished and reviewed; Grammar—analysis; Physical Geography—Guyot’s. 

Sixth Grade—History of England—Dickens, volume 2; Algebra com- 
menaced; Rhetoric; Physiology. 

Seventh Grade—General History; Algebra finished; Geometry com- 
menced; English Literature; Natural Philogopny; Chemistry. 

Eighth Grade— Constitutions of the United States and the State of Ar- 
kansas; Science of Government; Moral and Mental Philosophy; Logie; 
Astronomy. 

Optional—The higher Mathematics; Ancient and Modern Languages, 

Instruction in the following branches is given throughout the course: Tan- 
gible objects, moral instructions, handicraft, vocal and instrumental music, 
physical exercise. 

Pupils were examined in all these grades except the fourth, seventh and 
eighth. The examination gave clear proof of being a fair presentation of 
the proficiency of the pupils. We cannotsay there were no questions missed, 
or failures, or that there were no dull boys and girls in the school; yer the 
ratio as to numbers showing proficiency in scholarship seemed fully equal 
to that in schools where the pupils are favored with sight, The scholarship 
of some of the little boys and girls seems beyond that ordinarily reached by 
children of their age having the advantages of sight. 

The colored pupils show a good proficiency in their classes. The whole 
examination showed laborious painstaking on the part of the teachers. In 
mental work, both in arithmetic and algebra, the blind pupils seem to show 
remarkable skill, The musical department is under the management of Mr. 
Root, a blind man. His great skill is a continual proof as to what can be 
done by the blind, and will have its influence on the courage of the blind in 
following his teaching. Lessons are given to all who have an adaptation 
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for music on the piano, guitar, brass band and vocal music. Great pro- 
ficiency was shown by several of the pupils in this department. Lack of 
inatruments and room is the only discouragement. x 


In the mechanical department for boys, embracing mattress-making, up- 
holstering, cane-seating chairs and harness making, we saw indications of 
efficiency giving proof that the blind can be trained to skill that would secure 
a livelihood in all these industries. Harness-making for the blind seems to 
be a new thing. Mr. Richardson, under your control, ben introduced a 
machine. for which he has a patent, by which the blind sew as well as those 
having sight. G 

The enterprise of the institution, under your control, is evinced by the 
fact that here this wonderful little machine was brought into use. No doubt 
hangs over its success. We saw little blind boys working with it that were 
too small for apprentices in regular harness establishments, turning aut good 
work. This year of the institution becomes a year of renown, in which, 
though it is in Arkansas, standing before the world as Nazareth, of Galilee, 
stood in Jewry, your institution has opened up a new field of industry for 
the blind, and perhaps the best one yet. given them. It occurs to us that 
you would do well to ask of the State special provision for the enlargement 
of this department, and the securing of market facilities for its work, 


In the mechanical department for girls, embracing sewing by hand and 
machine, fancy work in beads, and harness-making, we found admirable 
success. The sewing-room, from the character of work done, seems to be 
quite an economical arrangement for the-Enatitution in its clothing depart, 
ment. Blind girls in a saddler-shop doing first-rate stitching on bridles, ete., 
was a rare sight to us. These blind are learning to do wonders; some of 
them seem adepts in reading, analysis of the English language, arithmetic, 
algebra, geometry, music, sewing, houge-keeping nud harness-making, 


In passing through the dormitories, we noticed great care ns to neatness 
and cleanliness, and were surprised to learn that the blind, both boys and 
girls, keep their own rooms, he tables in the dining-rooms seemed well 
furnished with substantial food. A fine garden of vegetables is grolving on 
the back part of the lot, Everywhere we saw signs of good administration, 
and a ready appreciation of such good order Uy the pupils, We were shown 
plans for a new invention tor writing by the blind with letters raised by per- 
foration of the paper, designed hy Mr, Richardson, the suecess of which 
seems as reasonable as hia sewing clamps and awl for the linrness-shop, 

The great demand of the institution seems to be more room. The books 
of raised letters are large and easily injured without tables or desks upon 
which to place them while reading, and without room for tables, as one room 
lins to serve so many purposes, some of which would» he defeated by the 
occupancy of tables or desks, The books are injured again and again by 
falla, in the troublesome effort of trying to hold them while the hands are in 
use upon the letters, More houge«coom seems to he shown as needed in the 
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fact that much of the teaching is done orally; the lessons could be learned 
from books, if there was convenient room for the use of books. The harness 
and other workshops seem greatly crowded, and much trouble and incón- 
venience is experienced for lack of room. Perhaps not more than half of 
the blind in the State are here, and if all should come who are eligible to 
admission into the institution, it would be impossible to provide for them 
withont mere room. Additional industries might be added to the institution 
if more room could be furnished. 

Great enconragément is given to the friends of your institution by the 
success of your pupils in the world. Two of them nre teachers in the indus- 
trial departments of other institutions for the blind. Two are doing success: 
ful work in this institution as teachers, One is engaged in running the 
Little Missouri mills in this State. One ia earning a livelihood as confea- 
tioner, Another is quite successful as a lawyer. Several are doing work as 
mattress-makers, One, a cclored man, says that he has earned five dollars 
a week above board, ever since he left the institution one year ago. Allare 
learning to take care of themselves, and seem to anticipate in life the hopes 
of usefulness in some way. This itself is an end worthy of great effort. 
Your success in this work should encourage you greatly, "

MUSIC. 


This department, under the care of Prof. P. M. Root, as- 
sisted by his estimable lady, has made commendable progress, 
All the pupils except those engaged exclusively in the work 
department have received instruction in vocal music in three 
classes, ‘Twenty-nine have taken lessons on the piano, two on 
the guitar, two on the violín, and eight on instruments com- 
posing a brass band. 3 

It is much to be desired that all our older pupils who bave 
sufficient ear for music and mechanical skill should learn to 
tune pianos, as this affords the blind an easy and lucrative 
employment after leaving school. We have a teacher capable 
of giving instruction in piano tuning, but we Jack both instru- 
ments to learn on and room to accommodate them, Several of 
our advanced musie scholars are anxious to take lessons on the 

. organ, One of them was recently offered the post of organist 
in one of the city churches, but she had no instrument on 
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which to practice. We very much need a cabinet organ with 
pedal-bass and two banks of keys. We have at present no 
room for a larger instrument. : 


MECHANICAL DEPARTMENT. 


This branch of the institution has assumed new importance 
since our last biennial report. Harness-making, a new branch 
of business for the blind, has been introduced, with every 
prospect of complete success. By means of an ingenious little 
stitching gauge, invented in Arkansas, the blind are enabled to 
sew leather as neatly and almost as rapidly as those blessed 
with sight. 

The following letter from the Rev. W. A. Sample, pastor 
of the Presbyterian Church at Fort Smith, a gentleman well 
and favorably known in this State, will explain the origin of 
this enterprise : 


Forr Swim, ARK., February 25, 1873, 
Prof. Otis Patten : 


My Dear Sin: I write to ask your attention and that of your honorable 
Board of Trustees, to a matter which I think deeply concerns the welfare of 
our unfortunate blind, 

I witnessed, with a few others, last evening, the working of a simple ma- 
chine, whereby the blind may be taught to do stitching in leather. The 
inventor believes ha can instruct blind pupils to do any ordinary work in a 
short time, such as making ordinary harness, saddle-bags, etc, The inven- 
tion resulted from the reading over of one of the last reports of your 
Institute, by the inventor, who is an accomplished workman in the saddlery 
and harness business, though partially blind himself. What he may profess 
to know and do, can, I believe, be relied upon, This suggests itself to my 
mind as a matter worthy of consideration on the part of the managers of 
the Institute, inasmuch as that business * * * can always be mada 
available for a livelihood by those who undertake it, 1 solicit, therefore, 
on the behalf of the gentleman and the blind of the State-of Arkansas, the 
opening of a correspondence with him at this place. His name is William 
H. Richardson. I inclose a specimen of work done on his machine without 
the aid of sight, * * * Iam yours, very truly and fraternolly, .

On the receipt of this letter Y submitted the inclosed speci- 
men of stitching to the inspection of Mr. Geo, Wehr, one of 
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the most extensive harness dealers in the city, who pronounced 
it the best" machine stitching in leather that he had ever seen, 
and erroneously supposing the instrument upon which it was 
stitched adapted to the seeing as well as to the blind, he im- 
mediately proposed to purchase one for the use of his own shop. 
During the following vacation I visited Fort Smith, had in- 
terviews with Mr. Richardson and examined his machine, 
which I found to be an ingeniously contrived little gauge, 
fastened by screws to the jaws of a common sewing-horse. As 
the work is inside the gauge and thus hidden from view, the 
blind have the monopoly of the machine, at least the seeing 
have no advantage of them in the use of it. 


Though not as sanguine as himself I made arrangements with 
Mr. R. to come to Little Rock and introduce harness-making 
into our workshop, conditioned upon the approval of your 
Board. He commenced in November last with ten blind boys, 
varying in age from ten to seventeen years. In a very few 
weeks several of the boys made bridles and whips which would 
bear comparison with work turned out by seeing mechanics of 
longer experience. 

Two other boys and five girls afterward joined the working 
force, and though they were engaged in the shop not more than 
three hours a day on an average, and five days in the week, 
they turned out during the session many sets of excellent team 
and byggy harness, besides numerous bridles and whips. So 
thoroughly convinced were you and all concerned of the success 
of the enterprise, that arrangements were made with Mr. 
Richardson by which the right to manufacture and use through- 
out the State this machine, for which he had obtained a patent, 
was secured for this institution, so that we are enabled to fur- 
nish it to our pupils and to any blind person in the State who 
may desire it at cost. All the other tools and machinery used 
by the blind are the same as are used by the seeing. 

This trade promises some advantage over any other taught 
to the blind in this country. First, it can be learned not only 
by the young men, but by the girls and smaller boys; second, 
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its products being in general use it can be profitably carried on 
in almost any city, village or country neighborhood ; third, as 
the blind sit in the same position, and with the exception of 
the sewing-gauge and awl, use the same tools as the seeing 
workmen, there is no good reason why they should not be em- 
ployed as journeymen in shops of the seeing ; fourth, as it takes 
the seeing apprentice four or five years to learn this trade, when 
a blind man has made himself acquainted with the business, 
_ there is no danger of its being taken from him by some looker- 
on who can find nothing else to do, as is sometimes the case 
with mattress and broom-making. 


Mr. Richardson exhibited his machine and work at the 
meeting of the American Association of Instructors of the 
Blind, recently held at Batavia, New York. I was not pres- 
ent, but understand that much interest was elicited. A vote 
of thanks was tendered Mr. Richardson and a committee 
appointed to confer with him, who reported a resolution recom- 
mending the introduction of his machine into all institutions 
for the blind. We would gladly have retained Mr. Richard- 
son, but his interests seemed to call him elsewhere. It is 
believed, however, that any harness-maker who can teach seeing 
persons and who is capable of managing a shop, can fill the 
position: 

Tt ie much to be err that having lost all the’ fixtures 
of the harness-shop by the fire, and not having means to re- 
place them, we must for a time suspend this branch of business. 
This will be a sad announcement to some of our pupils, whose 
encouraging progress last session awakened in them bright 
hopes of future usefulness and independence. For their sake 
it is to be hoped that the suspension will not be of long dura- 
tion. By way of experiment I have secured for one young 
man a place to work as an apprentice in à harness-shop in the’ 
city. 

Broom-making has been temporarily suspended, both for 
want of room and because most of our boys were anxious to 
turn their attention to harness-making. 
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The mattress and chair-shops have been carried on success- 
fully, and several young men are making a living by means of 
these trades. The foremen of all the shops have furnished 
their material and made sales of the manufactures for their 
own benefit as a part of their compensation. 

The following-named articles have been made by our girls 
during work hours, assisted by the Matron and Assistant 
Matron:

67 Dresses. : 24 pillow ticks. 
50 pairs drawers, 84 pillow cases. 

8 gowns. 27 pairs pants made, 
96 handkerchiefs hemmed. 121 towels of new material. 

10 mattress ticks, 69 towels of partly worn material, 
23 miscellaneous articles, 7 under-beda, 
48 napkins, hemmed. 27 waists for girls and boys. 


In my last report I stated that a graduate from our work- 
shop had been appointed mechanical teacher in the Mississippi 
Institute for the Blind. Last November another graduate, 
James M. Cloud, received a similar appointment in the Louisi- 
ana Institution at Baton Rouge. Both are succeeding well. 

The following extracts from letters, both from former and, 
present pupils, will doubtless interest the friends of the institu- 
tion. The writers are all totally blind:

Mr. Otis Patten: ‘ 
¿Dear FrienD—Your favor of February 13, was received yesterday. 
a * * You want to know how I like farming, Very well, as I have been 
used to it, We made seven and a-half bales of cotton, and forage sufficient 
to make another crop. We are going to farm this year, We have a hun 
dred acres to cultivate, and.team and tools sufficient for it, and hands 
engaged, who have commenced on shares, * * * My nephew, whom I ^ 
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raised from an infant, is living with me. * * * My wife has bought 
* thirty-seven head of geese, and expects to raise a large flock of goslinga. 
Martha (another married pupil, totally blind) is at home, and does her 
“cooking, milking, ete., and is as merry as a spring bird, and as busy as a 
bee, Lizzie (another pupil) ia married. T am not acquainted with her hus- 
band. He is a farmer, and lives six or seven miles east of Van Buren, 
William (another pupil. partially blind) is at Rudy's Milla, getting good 
wages, * * * 
Hoping to hear from you svon again, I am yours, truly,

* * * Tam running the Missouri Mills, and have been most of my time 
since the war. I have handled a good many dollars, but find milling hard 


work, and very confining. I think I shall try something else. * * *

The writer of the above, I am told by his neighbors, is the 
best miller they have ever had. He knows all his customers 
by their voices, and never delivers the wrong sack. ; 

When I visited the neighborhood some years since, he was 
managing the mill entirely by himself. Ihave written advising 
him to hold on to the place until he is sure of doing better. 

The following is from a young man spending the vacation at 
home, The work he speaks of is chiefly mattress-making :

Dran Frrenp: I owe you an apology for not answering your letter before 
this, * * * [received my piano on Saturday after you started it. I 
also received the Instructor and paper, alt through your kindness, 

Í have two music pupils, but of conrse their lessons are gratuitously 
given, as they are both my nieces, I could get eight more-pupils that I 
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know of, if I was only a little nearer the valley. I think of getting board 
nearer town. If I were there I beliove I would have more applications 
than I could attend to. 

L. and D. (other pupils) were here on Satarday. The former is making 
mattresses for Mr. He received fifteen dollara for this month, but is 
to get thirty dollars, beside his board and washing, next month. D. is 
working first for one and then for another, but he thinks he and Mr. M. 
will start a shop of their own—he doing the work and Mr. M. furnishing 
the means. 

Kind regards to all. I must close. Hoping to hear from you soon, I 
remain, your true friend and pupil, L. J. B. 


FUND FOR AIDING THE INDUSTRIOUS BLIND. 


While the foregoing examples, and others which might be 
given, show that,a portion of the blind possessing great energy 
and perseverence are able to make their way in the world after 
leaving the institution, there is ‘another portion who need a 
helping hand to' start, them in life. This should not be sur- 
prising; few comparatively of seeing persons can manage a 
busingss of theirown. A large majority must work under the 
direction of others, either for want of means or for want of 
executive ability. For obvious reasons this number should be 
much greater among the blind than among the seeing, hence 
the necessity of supplementing the work of the institution by 
extending a helping hand to such of our discharged pupils as 
- may need it. This may be done by furnishing to indigent 
mechanies tools and materials sufficient to start in business, to 
be paid for when they shall have the means. For some this, is 
all that is needed. Others of less ability, able and willing to 
work, would need some assistance in disposing of their manu- 
factures. A. blind musician, without means or friends, would 
need a loan of a sufficient sum to purchase an'instrument and 
defray expenses for a few weeks until heícould get pupils. As 
the number to be aided each year would be small, and as many 
would doubtless be'able to return the means thus received as a 
loan, a fund of a few thousand dollars, thejinterest alone to be 
used, would probably be sufficient for the present, and would 
do a great of good.” Persons of wealth seeking suitable 
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channels for their benevolence while living, and legatees after 
their decease, are invited to consider this means of doing good. 
See plan for raising this fund, appendix D.

Besides the foregoing balance there are unpaid claims which 
have accrued since the first of July, amounting to $337.09, 
making the entire indebtedness of the institution, September 
30th, $471.40. 

There is yet an undrawn balance of twelve thousand dollars 
of the appropriation to pay current expensés until July 1, 1875. 

Serip is now (October 1st) worth only twenty-five cents to, 
the dollar. It is hardly necessary to say that without an im- 
mediate and rapid advance in its value there will be a deficit ; 
how much, it is impossible now to say. 

With forty pupils, the current expenses of the institution, 
exclusive of salaries, amount to about eight hundred dollars 
per month in currency, or two hundred and forty dollars per 
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annum per pupil. This amount is sufficient to pay for pro- 
visions, fuel, wages of help, and to keep up a supply of bed- 
ding, household, kitchen and dining-room furniture, also to 
provide for current repairs and improvements on buildings and 
grounds, ete., etc. f 

The institution might exist on a smaller amount, but it would 
be crippled in its career of usefulness and beneficence. 

The new constitution very wisely prohibits unlimited appro- 
_ priations, which, however, casts some doubt upon the legality 
of our appropriation for salaries of officers and teachers. It 
is not certain that we can draw any more pay until the Legisla- 
ture shall make a new appropriation. None of our officers or 
teachers have hesitated a moment on this account ; but all have 
gone to work with their usual zeal, with implicit confidence 
that the new Legislature, under the new order of things, will, 
like all its predecessors for the last fifteen years, continue to 
foster this benevolent institution, 


ECONOMY. 


In my last report, October, 1872, Y expressed the hope that 
the undrawn balance of nine thousand dollars would be suf- 
ficient to sustain the institution until July, 1873, aud the belief 
that twelve thousand dollars per annum, if disposed of during 
tax-paying, at eighty or eighty-five cents to the dollar, as 
formerly, would be abundantly sufficient to meet all the current 
wants of the institution. Unfortunately my hopes in regard to 
discount were not realized. State serip, which at the writing 
of my report was worth sixty cents to the dollar, instead ot 
rising in value, as in previous years, steadily depreciated and 
before the adjournment of the Legislature it became so evideat 
that the funds on band would not meet the wants of the in- 
stitution that an appropriation of six thousand dollars was made 
to cover the deficit, and the annual appropriation for current 
expenses was increased from twelve thonsand to sixteen thou- 
sand dollars. This liberality of the Legislature we felt should 
be met by an earnest effort on our part to make the appropria- 
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tion cover expenses. Therefore, as scrip depreciated in value, 
we endeavored to reduce our expenses by dispensing with 
luxuries, until it has become the rule of the house to buy 
nothing that we can do without, and to make everything last 
as long as possible. It must be confessed that in this way we 
have grown a little threadbare; bedding and furniture really 
worn out have been patched and mended to make them last a 
little longer, and some much needed repairs and improvements 
have been postponed until a more favorable time. Both officers 
and pupila have cheerfully acquiesced in the system of retrench- 
ment, knowing the necessity for it; but we earnestly hope that 
the necessity may not be long continued. We must acknowl- 
edge, however, that with State scrip down to twenty-five cents 
to the dollar, the future is’not promising. Yet we call to mind 
times in the past history of the institution when we were still 
worse off. 

Our confidence is in Him who sustained us then, and who, 
when on earth in person, never turned away from the cry of 
the blind. 

The following appropriations will be needed for the next two 
years, viz: For current expenses, $10,000 per annum; for 
salaries, $6000 per annum ; to purchase fractional block adjoin- 
ing Institute ground, $1650. 

The above estimates are in currency. A legislative commit- 
tee will be better able to judge than myself what amount of 
State paper will be required to cover them.

PHYSICIANS’ REPORT, 


To the Board of Trustees of the Arkansas Institute for the Blind : 

GENTLEMEN—As physicians to the Institution we have little 
to add to the report made two years ago by Dr. Dodge. The 
changes and improvements suggested by him are still very much 
needed, especially rooms for the isolation of the sick of both 
sexes, in case of a visitation of any contagious disease—there 
being no such place on the premises. Again, we deem a large 
hall for exercise, a general ‘play-room or gymnasium for the 
girls in inclement weather very desirable. Many of the blind 
are of a strumous diathesis, and much may be done toward 
promoting their general health by proper physical exercise. 

The sickness which has prevailed during the past year has 
generally been of a mild character, and yielded readily to ap- 
propriate treatment. A few attacks of dysentery and malarial 
fever being the principal cases, with such as have occurred from 
inherited constitutional vices. 

As physicians, we desire to return thanks to the officers of 
the Institution, and especially to the Matron, for the prompt and 
efficient aid that has always been rendered us in caring for the 
sick, and in carrying out our instructions, and we deem it but 
Justice to say that it is due to the prompt attention of the Matron 
to those slightly indisposed, that many serious cases have been 
warded off.

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CIRCULAR. 


The Arkansas Institúte for the Blind is not, as some appear 
to suppose, an asylum to relieve the counties of their pauper 
blind, regardless of age, character or capacity ; nor is it an hos- 
pital for the treatment of disease, but a school where the young 
blind of the State are received for a term of years, carefully 
instructed and trained, withthe hope of making them useful 
and self-sustaining citizens. The annual session of the Institute 
commences on the first Monday in October, and continues nine 
months, All the blind of the State, of suitable character and 
capacity, between the ages of six and twenty-six, are entitled to 
the privileges of the Institute, including tuition, board, wash - 
ing, medical attention when sick, and the use of books, without 
charge. Blind persons over twenty-six may be admitted for a 
limited time to Jearn to work, or to receive other instruction, 
by a unanimous vote of the Board of Trustees and the consent 
of the Superintendent. Applications for the admission of 
pupils should be made to the Superintendent, Otis Patten, Little 
Rock, Ark., and should state the age and’ name of the person 
for whom the application is made, the postoffice address of the 
parents or guardian, the cause of blindness, if known, and 
whether it is total or partial, They should also state who will 
supply the applicant with clothing and take charge of him or 
her during vacation. 

The institution is not intended for persons who are merely 
near-sighted, nor for those who wish to have their eyes treated, 
but for such as wish to receive instruction and have not suf- 
ficient sight to do so in schools for the seeing. 

Though pupils may be received at any time during the 
session, which closes on the last Wednesday in June, it would 
be much to their advantage to enter at the commencement, or 
as soon thereafter as possible. 
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All pupils should come with a supply of clothing for the 
session, consisting of the following articies, with such others as 
the friends may choose to provide : 


S FOR A BOY. 


For every day wear: 2 coats, 1 vest, 2 pair pantaloons. For 
Sunday : 1 coat, 1 vest, 1 pair pantaloons, 4 shirts, 3 pairs of 
drawers, 4 pairs of socks (home-knit preferred), 6 handker- 
chiefs, 3 pairs of shoes, 2 hats, 1 pair of suspenders, 1 neck- 
comfort and 1 pair of gloves. 


FOR A GIRL. 


Two flannel or home-made linsey sacksto wear about the house 
in winter ; 4 dresses—3 calico and 1 woolen ; 2 flannel or Jinsey. 
skirts, 2 outside skirts and 1 balmoral, 3 aprons, 4 handker- 
chiefs, 1 sun bonnet, 8 collars or ruffles, hat and shawl to wear 
to church, 4 chemise, 3 pairs of drawers, 4 pairs of stockings, 
gloves and 3 pairs of shoes. Each article should be marked 
with the owner's name. 

Those who have no friends able to clothe them or to pay 
their traveling expenses, should be provided for in this respect 
by their counties. 

Every pupil entering should bring a certificate from the 

County Judge, that he or she is a resident of the county ; alen 
a certificate from some regular physician that he or she is free 
from all infections or offensive disease, and if arrived at an age 
When the character is formed, a certificate of good moral char- 
acter, signed by two or more responsible eitizens. No person 
of confirmed immoral habits will knowingly be received into 
the school, 

Until more room shall be provided only forty pupils can be 
accommodated. No blind person should, therefore, be sent to 
the Institute without its first having been ascertained whether 
he or ehe can be received. Pupils should spend the vacation 
at home with their friends, and return to school promptly at 
the commencement of the session. 
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The institution is open to visitors every day except the Sab- 
bath. The relations and friends of the pupils who live at a 
distance from Little Rock are cordially invited to call when- 
' ever they come to the city, though we are not prepared to keep 
them or their teams over night. . 

Letters to the inmates of the institntion, in order to be 
promptly received, should be addressed to the care of the 
Superintendent, 

The parents and friends of blind children can do much for 
them at home, where their education should begin. If sound 
in mind and body they should learn many things, such as to 
dress themselves, tie their shoes, cut their food and feed them- 
selyes nearly as early as those who can see, but they will re- 
quire more showing, because they cannot see to imitate the 
movements of those around them. 

Do not encourage your blind child to sit idly in the chimney 
corner while the other children are at play. Let him join their ` 
active sports—run, climb trees, ride horse-buck, ete., etc., eto. 
Never mind a bump or ^ fall now aud then. These happen to 
all children, and only make them better able to bear the bumps 
and bruises of after life. Blind children should be early taught 
to spell simple words, to count, to add, to subtract, multiply 
and divide small numbers. The multiplication and other 
tables in arithmetic, the points of the compass, the name of the 
town, county and state in which they live; the number and 
names of the States. of the Union and their capitals; hymns 
and passages of Scripture; to sing familiar tunes, and many 
other things. I will send by mail, gratuitously, alphabets and 
easy spelling lessons in raised print to any who wish to teach 
their blind friends at home, Those blind children who are 
under good influences at home, and who have a mother or sister 
able to give them similar instruction to the foragoing, need not 
enter the institution till they are ten or twelve years old ; other- 
wise, the sooner they come the better, after they are of legal 
age to enter the school. , OTIS PATTEN,

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FUND FOR PROMOTING THE WELFARE OF ‘THE INDUSTRIOUS 
BLIND. 


WHEREAS, Some of our former pupils have failed to obtain 
employment for want of means to set up in business; and 
whereas, A. small sum of money, say one or two hundred dollars, 
by way of donation or loan to indigent graduates, to enable 
them to start in life, would be of grest value to them, in saving 
them from dependence, and perhaps from the almshonse, and 
be a fit and much necded supplement to the beucficent work 
now being done by the Institute; therefore 

Resolved by the Board of Trustees of the Arkansas Institute 
for the Education of the Blind, That ull donations to the Iusti- 
tute, the object of the same not being otherwise specified by the 
donors, shall be used to constitute a fund to be known as the 
fund for promoting the weltare of the industrious blind, which 
shall be governed by the following rules: 


I All contributions to this fund shall be pisced iu the hands of the 
treasurer of the Institute, who, if said contributions be in money or personal 
property, convertible into money, shall, except as hereinafter provided, 
either invest the same in United States securities, or loan it out upon good 
real estate security, at such rate of interest, payable semi-annually, as the 
Board of Trustees may agree upon. Donations of real estate may he sald, 
held or rented, as the board may direct, 

II. All rents and interest-money may be used to aid industrious, indigent 
blind persons, of good moral character, residing i in the State of Arkansas, in 
obtaining employment, whether said blind persons shall have been pupils of 
the Institute or not, and uutil there shall be a sufficient amount of rents or 
interest-mouey to meet demands, small contributions may be used for that 
purpose, instead of adding them to the principal of the fund. 

ii. Drafts on the fund may be drawn upon the recommendation ot the 
Superintendent und the approval of the Board of Trustees of the Arkansas 
Institute for the Blind, and the money thus drawn may be used in the pur 
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chase of machinery, tools, musical instruments, or other necessaries for start- 
ing in business in a small way, which articles shall be furnished to deserving 
indigent blind persons without rent, and, until paid for, shall be regarded as 
a loan, to he returned to the Institute in case of the death of the individual 
receiving said loan, or his or her ceasing to use them as intended, or the 
money may be used under the direction of the board in furnishing work to 
the blind at their homes, by procuring material for them and disposing of 
their manufactures; or, should the amount of the fund ever justify, it may 
be used in aid of shops for the instruction of the adult blind in useful trades, 
or it may be used in such other ways as may best promote the welfare of 
the industrious blind. 

IV. Should there be a surplus of interest or rents on hand at the close of 
any fiscal year, and no immediate call for it, it shall, upon the decision of, 
the Board, he added to the principal. 

V. The Trustees may make alterations in these rules, but should the 
fund ever be diverted from its legitimate object—that is, should it ever be 
used for any other purpose than aiding the blind, itshall revert to the donors 
or to their heirs, 

VI, A list of the names of all contributors to the fund, together with 
their residences, and the amounts contributed, shall be preserved at the 
Institute, subject to public inspection.

EDUCATION OF THE BLIND. 


Prepared by Otis Patten, and read before the Arkanaas State Teachers’ 
Association, Little Rock, June, 1872, and revised for this report. 


* Ye have the poor with you always,” saith He who spoke 
as never man spake, and the next clause explains one of the 
reasons why poverty and suffering are permitted in the world: 
* Whensoever ye will, ye may do them good.”—Mark, 14, 7. 

There are, doubtless, then, good and wise reasons, which we 
shall not now discuss, why a certain proportion of every genera- 
tion of human beings is deprived of sight, and though the 
doubting may ask, “Who did sin, this man or his parents, that * 
he was born blind ?” Faith is ready with the reply of her divine 
author: “ Neither has this man sinned, nor his parents, but 
that the works of God should be made manifest in .him.” 

The proportion of blind to the whole population varies in 
different countries, being affected by climate and various local 
causes. +Other things being equal, it is supposed to be greatest 
near the equator, diminishing as we approach the poles. In 
Egypt and the surrounding countries, whose surface is largely 
composed of arid deserts, heated by a scorching sun, and swept 
by winds laden with sand, the proportion of blind is fearfully 
large. Sóme writers have estimated it as high as one in every 
one hundred inhabitants ; while others think it does not exceed 
one in three hundred. It is to be hoped that the latter are 


nearer the truth. 
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In Japan, where a ridiculous and injurious custom prevails 
of having the eyelids daily turned inside out, and then rubbed. 
over, titillated and polished with a smooth spatula, the ratio of 
the blind to the whole population is estimated to be one to four 
hundred. We are credibly informed that in the city of Yeddo 
alone there are no fewer than thirty-six thousand persons with- 
out sight. In Europe, there is an average of one blind person 
to every fifteen hundred inhabitants—the ratio being greatest 
in Norway, where it is one to 540, and least in Bavaria, where 
it is one to 1986, 

. According to the census of 1870 the population of the United 
States is 38,558,371. Of these, 20,320 are blind—or about one 
in every 1897. In 1860, there were 12,635 blind in the United 
States—or one to every 2489 inhabitants. Why there are less 
: blind in the United States than in any other country of the same 
extent, and why the number in this country has in the last ten 
years increased from 12,635 to 20,320, or about sixty per cent., 
while the general population has increased only 22.624 per cent., 
and ‘how far these causes may be controlled or modified by man, 
are questions worthy the consideration of the philosopher and 
philanthropist. That an allwise and beneficent Providence 
designs that blindness shall not cease from the earth during the 
present dispensation is evident, but it is equally plain that many 
of the causes of blindness are within the control of man, and 
that by neglect, or by the strict observance of the laws of nature, 
he may greatly increase or reduce this affliction, Although the 
blind are far from being the sad creatures they are generally 
supposed to be, however their condition may be ameliorated by 
care and instruction, they are still afflicted. 

One prolific cause of blindness entirely within the control of 
man, and which I trust I shall be pardoned for mentioning 
here, as it seems not to be generally understood, is the inter- 
marriage of blood relations. Neither time nor space will allow 
me to enlarge upon the subject. I shall, therefore, only cite a 
few striking instances showing the sad effects of this infringe- 
ment of natural laws, which man well understands when applied 
to the lower animals, but is slow in applying to his own race. 
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In more than a score of instances of a plurality of blind, dumb 

_ or idiotic children the same family, which have come under my 
personal notice, I can recall only three where the parenta were 
not related by blood, and in these, I am by no means certain 
that the parents were not themselves descended from blood 
relations. In one case, where an uncle married his niece, four 
children were both blind and feeble-minded. In another 
instance, the father of four blind children told me that his Brat 
wife, who was not related to bim by blood, bore eleven children, 
all sound. After her death, in his anxiety to provide a kind 
mother for his children, he took to wife a second cousin. The 
result was, four blind children out of six. 

In another case, all the children of a pair of cousins, some 
half a dozen in number, were either blind, dumb or idiotic. 
The mother dying, the father married a non-relation, and raised 
a family of sound children, 

In a large family connection, where not a single case of 
blindness was known or remembered, a gentleman married his 
half-cousin, the daughter of his father's half-sister; four 
children were either born blind or became so at an early age. 

In a report on the “ Influence of Marriage of Consanguin- 

sity upon Offspring," made to the American Medical Associa- 
tion by Dr. S. M. Bennis, of Kentucky, after speaking of the 
difficulties of obtaining reliable information on account of the 
sensitiveness of the parties concerned, the Doctor says: “I 
feel satisfied, however, that my researches give me authority to 
agsume that over ten per cent. of the deaf 3nd dumb, and over 
five per cent. of the blind, and near fifteen per cent. of the 
idiotie, in our State institutions for subjects of these defects. are 
the offspring of kindred parents, or of parents, themselves the 
descendants of blood inter-marriage." 

Ever since Bartimeus sat by the wayside begging, and 
probably long before, those like afflicted have been found 
similarly employed. For though in almost every age blind 
persons of extraordinary genius, overcoming the apparently 
insurmountable obstacles in their way, have attained distinction 
in literature, and the various walks of life, yet the great major- 
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ity of the class, depressed by their afflictions and disheartened 
by the incredulity of friends and neighbors, have remained in 
obscurity and poverty. As early as the year 1260 an asylum 
for three hundred blind persons (the Quinze Vingts) was 
established at Paris, where it still exists. This institution was, 
and still is, strictly an asylum, no attempt being made to in- 
struct the inmates, 

Japan, now making such laudable efforts to profit by the 
learning of the west, was the first country to establish institu- 
tions for the education of the blind. In this country, says 
Father Charlevois, “academies are established at the public 
charge, degrees are conferred, and the blind are taught not only 
to cultivate their memories, but to frame into verse that which 
they have learned, and to adorn, with ail the beauties of poetry 
and music, the finest points of history. To them is confided 
the charge ot preserving the records of the most important 
events. The annals of the empire, the history of great men, 
ancient titles of families, ete., were not more enduring and 
faithful monuments than the memories of these blind students. 
They communicate their knowledge to each other, and, by a 
sort of tradition (the correctness of which is never disputed), 
band it down to posterity. They have their general and sub- 
ordinate officers, enjoy a very high consideration, and are per- 
haps the only individuals among this people whose lives are 
devoted io literature,” Another writer on Japan, Mons. 
Edonard Fraissenel, describes two societies or brotherhoods of 
blind persons, founded respectively by two blind noblemen. 
The members of, these societies are scattered throughout the 
empire and enjoy high respect and great privileges, The 
instruction of the blind in the institutions of Japan was en- 
tirely oral ; and it was not until the latter part of the eighteenth 
century that any school for teaching the blind to read was 
established, 

The following interesting account of the origin of tangible 
letters is from the pen of Dr, Samuel G. Howe, a pioneer 
educator of the blind in this country. It is published in the 
proceedings of the first meeting of the American Association | 
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of Instructors of the Blind, held at Boston in 1872. The 
writer says: “ After many ages printing diffused its blessings 
so widely among men that reading came to be among the 
necessaries of civilized life. But the letters being visible were 
useless to the blind. Various attempts were made by them 
and their friends to contrive a sort of tangible signs for the 
names of things. In other words, to render the common visible 
alphabet a tangible one.” 

Doubtless there heve been hundreds of such, the memory of 
which is lost. We find mention of several in the sixteenth 
century, among them one made by two blind ladies in England, 
who taught their nephew (afterward Usher, the celebrated Arch- 
bishop of Ulster) to read by movable letters made of wood. In 
1640, one Pierre Moreau, a printer in Paris, cast some niovable 
characters in lead for the blind, but made no progress toward 
printing books, About the same time, an interesting attempt 
to teach reading by tangible type was made in what was then 
the wilderness of New England. The present Robert C. Win- 
throp kindly furnishes the following memorandum and letters : 

* Memorand: 1 have heard my Father say y* w^ they came 
first into. y* Country, they brought over an Old Woman who 
was Deafe and Blind,—this Old Woman Lived at Ipswick, in 
New England, w! my Grandfather taught her to Understand ` 
any thing by y! Letters cut in Wood, & so she felt them.’ 

“ The above is copied exactly from a little scrap of paper in 
the hand-writing of John Winthrop, the grandfather of my 
father. He was the son of Chief Justice Wait Still Winthrop, 
and the grandfather to whom he refers was John Winthrop, the 
Governor of Connecticut, son of the first Governor of Massachu- 
setts, The writer of the memorandum was born in Connecticut 
16 August, 1681; and died in England 1 August, 1747. He 
was a member of the Royal Society, and one of the volumes of 
the Transactions of the Royal Society was dedicated to him. 
His grandfather was one of the first settlers of Ipswick, Mass., 
1632-3, and lived there for several years. 

We hear, also, of letters made tangible by writing with a 
gummy liquid, and throwing fine sand upon it, which would 
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stick when dry. But we have no clear and reliable account of 
any attempt made in Europe to devise a tangible and useful 
type for the blind earlier than the middle of the last century, 
when Mr, Wiesenberg, a blind man of Manheim, made some 
attempts in a rude way. But a most interesting story is given 
of a German gir] named Paradis, who was born about the mid- 
dle of the last century. She early manifested brilliant musical 
talent, and was carefully instructed, partly by Weisenberg bim- 
self. She devised a method of marking musical notes upon 
cards by pricking them with pins; also one by sticking pins 
into a large pin-cushion, and feeling the heads. 

* [t appears, also, that she could arrange her pins in such wise 
ás to represent letters, and kept them beside her as a sort of 
writing-desk, It is to be regretted that we have no distinct 
account of her ingenious contrivances, She was taken to Paris 
as a musical prodigy, and her salon was frequented by many of 
the remarkable men who made Parisian society so brilliant, 
Among them came the Abbe Hauy, who had already become 
interested in the blind, and had ocenpied himself in devising 
methods for their instruction. The sight of the notes and letters 
represented by the heads of pins, probably suggested to him the 
device of making the face of common printing type so high and 
sharp, tbat when paper, purposely prepared, was pressed firmly 
upon them, the lettera would stand in such strong relief that 
they could be distinguished by the touch. He took very large 
type of the upper and lower case, and found that his blind 
friends could be taught to read them readily. Thus, thanks to 
the ingenuity of a blind girl, the Abbe Hauy hit upon the device 
of embossed books, and to him belongs the credit of first con- 
triving and of carrying into practical use our present system of | 
printing, His books were, indeed, so rude, bulky and costly 
as to be of little practical value to the blind at large, but he first 
demonstrated the feasibility of the attempt to print books for 
the blind. Moreover, he did actually print some.” 

The Abbe Hauy gathered up a few blind children, among 
them an interesting beggar boy, named LeSeur, taught them 
letters, figures, eto, and by exhibiting their proficiency before 
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the Societe Philanthropique and elsewhere, raised means to 
found the first European institution for the education of the 
blind, which was commenced at Paris in 1784. In the course 
of a few years similar establishments sprang up in various parts, 
till now nearly every country in Europe has one or more insti- 
tutions for the blind. In Great Britain alone there are no less 
than forty-six. 

The honor of first introducing schools for the blind into 
America belongs to the late Dr. John D. Fisher, of Boston. 
While pursuing his medical studies in Paris he had visited the 
French schoo! for the blind. On his return to Boston he suc- 
ceeded in interesting a number of his friends in the subject, 
among them Prescott, the historian, himself partially blind, 
and Dr. Samuel G. Howe. Through their influence an act 
dated March 2, 182;, passed the Massachusetts State Legisla- 
iure incorporating the New England Institution for the Educa- 
tion of the Blind. The institution did not, however, go into 
actual operation until 1832, when Dr.. Howe took charge of it 
and has continued at its head ever since. In consequence of a 
munificent donation from Thomas H. Perkins, jr., of Boston, 
* the name has been changed to the Perkins Institution and Mas- 
sachusetts Asylum for the Blind. 

Nearly simultaneously with the New England Institution, 
but without any concert of action, similar institutions were 
started in New York and Philadelphia, through the efforts of 
Dr. Akerly of the former, and Robert Vaux of the latter city. 
From these have sprung, directly or indirectly, all the institu- 
tions of the kind in the United States, twenty-seven in num- 
ber—nineteen exclusively for the blind and eight for the blind 
and deaf mutes conjointly, The aggregate annual income of 
these institutions is estimated to be near half a million of 
dollars; 6500 blind persons have enjoyed their benefits, and 
2000 are now under instruction within their walls. 

In these institutions the blind are taught reading, writing, 
English grammar, geography, history, philosophy, arithmetic 
and the higher mathematics; music, both vocal and instru- 
mental, In short, with the exception of drawing and painting, 
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all the branches usually taught in the best high schools and 
academies for the seeing, together with one or more mechanical 
irades. 


They read books printed without ink in raised letters; write 
with a lead-pencil by placing the paper upon a card, with 
grooves extending across it for lines. In arithmetic and 
algebra they use types with the figures and characters raised’ 
upon one end, which are placed in sockets in a wooden box or 
metallic plate, and moved at pleasure. Diagrams for geometry, 
philosophy, etc,, as well as maps, are embossed so an, to be 
sensible to the touch. " 


“To teach the blind,” says Dr. Howe, “is easy—to educate 
them is quite another matter.” Education, either of the seeing 
or of the blind, should aim at a perfect development of the 
whole being—intellectual, moral and physical. As the blind 
have the same intellectual, moral and physical powers us the 
seeing, and differ only in the loss of one of the external senses, 
their education should only differ in the modes and appliances 
used to supply the want of that sense, and to overcome the 
effects of such deficiency. Imagine your school-room suddenly 
darkened and yourselves proceeding with the instruction of 
your class. As you would teach the seeing in the dark, so we 
teach the blind in the light. 


* At first, for want of suitable appliances, the instruetion was 
chiefly oral, but gradually text-books have been printed in 
raised letters, and school apparatus has been adapted to the 
touch, and the blind learn the various school branches as rap- 
idly and often with more zest than seeing children. ` While 
the most experienced educators of the blind maintain that 
their instruction, discipline and general training should con- 
form as nearly as practicable with those of the seeing, yet there 
are serious difficulties in educating the blind to which the 
teacher of the seeing is a stranger. Blindness is often only 
one result of a cause which affects the whole aystem, so that 
besides supplying the lack of vision, we are required to teach 
and train the victim of disease.” 
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A serious difficulty to be contended with in educating the 
blind is a morbid sensitiveness on the part of the public, which 
frowns upon the enforcement of wholesome discipline, Sólo- 
mon said: “ A child left to himself bringeth his mother to 
shame.” This is true of the blind as well as of the seeing; 
human nature is the same in both. Indeed, the blind to suc- 
‘ceed in life have to contend with difficulties and to overcome 
obstacles which render a high degree of mental and moral 
discipline indispensable, and which if left to themselves in 
childhood and youth, can never be acquired in after years. 
The first convention of the American Instructors of the Blind, 
which met in New York city in 1853, passed the following 
resolution : 

* Resolved, That the fact of blindness should make no dif- 
ference in the discipline of children.” 

This resolution was, in substance, reaffirmed by the Ameri- 
can Association of Instructors of the Blind, at their meeting 
in Boston, in August, 1872. It is worthy of note that in both 
meetings there were many educated blind gentlemen, superin- 
tendents and teachers, who were unanimous in urging that 
blind children should be subject to as rigid a discipline as those 
who can gee. This discipline should be administered with 
firmness and kindness, never in anger. The pupil should be 
led to understand that the object in view is his own good, and 
the motive, on the part of the instructor, a desire to promote 
his welfare. Another difficulty is the home-training, or rather 
the want of training, which many of our pupils experience 
before coming to school and which it requires years of patient 
toil on-the part of the teacher to overcome, if, indeed, it oan 
be overcome at all, Some parents seem to forget that their 
blind children are responsible beings. “Poor blind creature,” 
say they, “he has but few pleasures; let him have whatever he 
wants.” Thus every whim is humored till he comes to regard 
the household as servants to minister to his caprices. Mistaken 
kindness often discourages in blind children those active ex- 
ercises 80 grateful to childhood and so essential to a healthy 
development of the human frame. Their wants are anticipated 
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and locomotion prevented, lest they come to harm. A rocking- 
chair is substituted for out-of-door exercise, and the body 
vegetates, while the mind preys upon itself, 

If any in this audience are acquainted with blind children, 
they cannot do them a greater kindness than by advising their 
parents to a judicious course of training. They should sbe 
encouraged to join the active sports of their seeing companions, 
to run, jump, ride horse-back, climb trees, ete., ete. They 
will abundantly pay for an occasional scratch, especially as 
the ever watchful affection of parents and friends will doubt- 
less now and then get a bump or a fall, or stumble over 
things, but the health and self-reliance thus acquired will 
guard them from real danger. The following graphic -picture 
is drawn by an experienced superintendent: “In order to 
estimate fully the advantages of educating the blind, you should 
see a boy or girl as come from the country, and compare them 
with themselves after a few years, They are at first awkward, 
ignorant and timid; without self-confidence, and without 
physical strength or moral energy. Ill-judged kindness, by 
forestalling their wants, has prevented them from action, and 
unwise treatment has made them consider themselves sad 
burdens-upon others, and always destined to be so, But they 
soon find they must rouse themselves and minister to their own 
wants; they find themselves in & community of blind, and, 
undepressed by any sense of inferiority, they are excited to 
rivalry and competition. The acquisition of knowledge. gives 
them great pleasure; confinement in school gives zest to the 
hours of exercise ; hope spreads a bright picture beforg them; 
and time, which once dragged along so heavily, now speeds 
along gaity, and his wings make music as he flies. Soon you 
see them become active, intelligent, self-reliant and happy.” 

Though Europe had nearly half a century the start of 
America, in the education of the blind, the old country has 
not kept pace with us in this work, While the European 
institutions for the blind have neglected intellectual culture, 
. and turned their attention to manual labor, the American 
schools, while not neglecting the mechanic arts, upon which 
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many of the blind must depend for support, have advanced to 
the rank of first-class academies and have fitted many blind 
students to enter the best colleges of the land, besides sending 
forth a multitude of well qualified teachers of music and other 
branches. 


In 1870, Mr, F. J. Campbell, a native of Tennessee, and 
graduate of the Institution for the Blind at Nashville, and for 
many years principal teacher of musie in the Perkins Institu- 
tion at Boston, visited England. So persuaded was he of the 
superiority of our system, that, with the aid of several eminent 
persons, whom he converted to his views, he has actually 
started, in London, a school upon the American plan, styled 
the Normal College and Academy of Music for the Blind. As 
a proof of his success, so far, he has already sent for and ob- 
fained six experienced teachers from this country to aid him, 
not being able to procure those well trained elsewhere. 


The author of “John Halifax,” in an article entitled 
“Fighting in the Dark,” published in “Good Words” for 
September, 1873, thus speaks of Mr. Campbell and his enter- 
prise: ' 

“ The idea of this Royal Normal Musical College for the 
Blind is entirely American. The principal, and most of the 
teachers, are decidedly ‘ Yankee; the scheme itself comes from 
Boston, where the Perkins Institution furnished the basis of 
instruction which has been so successfully transplanted to 
Norwood. Truly, Brother Jonathan need not think we are 
‘jealous of him when we thus gladly accept his helping hand ; 
when the great, the wise and the good among us welcome 
kindly and aid gladly this solitary blind American, who wants 
to benefit our countrymen as he has benefited his own. Shall 
we not help him, we that are in the happy, cheerful light— 
him and them, whether English or American matters not, who 
thus bravely go on fighting in the dark ?" 

What can the blind do? is a question often asked by the 
ignorant and incredulous, in a tone which says as plainly as if 
it was framed into words, what is the use of educating them ? 
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The able author of a recent English publication, entitled 
* Blindness and the Blind,” thus answers this question: “The 
paths of usefulness open to the blind of the upper classes are 
neither few nor unimportant; indeed, there is scarcely any 
brarich of science that has not been adorned by the labors of 
the sightless. To prove this statement, reference need only be 
made to the pages of this work devoted to biography, where it 
will be seen that the blind have distinguished themselves in 
the following positions, viz: as musicians, teachers of lan- 
guages and mathematics ; lectures on chemistry, mechanics, and 
kindred subjects ; writers on military science, poets, historians, _ 
journalists, solicitors, barristers, magistrates, clergymen, sculp- 
tors, statesmen,” etc. A brief notice of a few, out of the many 
blind who have distinguished themselves in the various walks 
of life, may not be out of place here. Homer and Milton, to 
whose blindness we are probably indebted for the Iliad and 
Paradise Lost, need only to be mentioned by name. However 
touchingly they may have lamented their sad affliction, the 
world has gained much by their privation. 

Thomas Blacklock, D. D., was born in Scotland in 1721. 
Though of humble parentage and blind from early infancy, he 
attained distinotiun as a poet, philosopher and divine. In 1759 
he was licensed to preach the Gospel in the national church of 
Sootiand, and, a few years later, he received the degree of Doc- 
tor of Divinity from Marshall College, Aberdeen. Many ser- 
mons were preached by him, which received great commenda- 
tion. He wrote the article “ Blind," in the Encyclopsdia 
Britanique, and translated from the French a work on the edu- 
cation of the blind, by the celebrated Valentine Hany. He was 
also the originator of the Edinburgh Asylum for the Relief of 
the Indigent and Industrious Blind, Though he did not live 
to see the institution established. 

Nicholas Sanderson, LL.D., F.R.S., lost his sight by small- 
pox before he was one year old. Sich, however, were his talents 
and attainments, that at the age of twenty-nine, upon the recom~ 
mendation of Sir Isaac Newton, he was elected to the high posi- 
tion of Professor of Mathematics in the University of Cam- 
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bridge, England, which position he filled with honor for many 
years. His lectures upon optics attracted great crowds. 

Ludovico Scapinelli, the Italian philologist and poet, was 
born at Molena, in 1585, and was either born blind or became 
so in early infancy. His great intellectual powers and attain- 
ments attracted the notice of the Duke of Modena, who intrusted 
him with the education of his son. Though less than twenty- 
four years of age, So great was his success in training his royal 
pupil that the Duke procured his election as one of the Professors 
of Eloquence in the University of Bologna, where it is said that 
he took the degree of Doctor. He afterward successively filled 
the chair of literature in the Universities of Modena and Pisa, 
and when the fame of his acquirements had spread throughout 
Italy, he was recalled to Bologna and installed Chief Professor 
of Eloquence. : 

Nicaise Dewerde, a native of Belgium, lived in the fifteenth 
century. He became blind at the age of three years, Having 
. devoted himself to the study of law and divinity, he "reached 
such excellence that he, was made Professor of Common and 
Civil Law in the University of Cologne. His reputation was 
so great that the degree of Doctor of Divinity was conferred 
upon him by the famous University of Lorraine, and the Pope 
granted a dispensation suspending the law of the church in his 
case, that notwithstanding his blindness, he might be ordained 
priest. 

Dr. Nicholas Bacon, blind from the age of nine years, was 
elected Doctor of Laws by the University of Brussels, dnd prac- 
ticed as an advocate in the Counci) of Brabant. It is said that 
he terminated almost every suit in which he was engaged to the 
entire satisfaction of his clients. 

Sir John Fielding, Knight, Chief Magistrate of Bow street 
Police Court, and a Justice of the Peace for the counties of Mid- 
dlesex, Essex, Herts, Kent, Surrey, and for the City and 
Liberties of Westminster, England, was blind from childhood. 
So expert was be as a magistrate that he was called “ Blind 
Fielding, the Thief Catcher.” He was no less distinguished-as 
a gentleman and a philanthropist. He founded the first orphan 
asylum in London, and probably the first in Great Britain, 
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Diodorus, the Roman philosopher, flourished about one hun- 
dred years before Christ. He was the preceptor of Cicero, and 
that distinguished orator states that he applied with such 
assiduity to study, after he had lost his sight, and taught 
geometry with such clearness that his pupils had not the 
slightest difficulty in understanding the way to trace the various 
figures, however complicated they might be. 

Another blind man of the same name—Diodorus, the Stoio— 
was at once a philosopher, geometrician and musician. Although 
blind from birth, his instructions in geometry were so complete 
that he left nothing unexplained to his numerous pupils. 

Hugh James, M. D., of Carlisle, England, practiced his 
profession successfully for many years after losing his sight. 
` As blind legislators we may mention M. Rodenbach, an 
eloquent and renowned member of the Belgian Chamber of 
Deputies, and ‘Aufidius, a distinguished Roman Senator, 
remarkable for his great ability, even in that august body. He 
wrote a Greek history, which is spoken of with approbation. 

Pheffel, Privy Councilor to the Margrave of Baden and in- 
structor in the art of war, was blind from early childhood. He 
established a military school at Calmar, where persons of the 
first families sent their children. ‘“ The Prince of Eisenberg 
and the Prince of Schwartzenberg,” says Dr. Gillie, “are 
proud of having had this learned blind man for their master.” 

As renowned warriors, may be mentioned Dandola, the 
Blind Doge of Venice, who early in the thirteenth century, at 
the head of an army stormed Constantinople, liberated and 
restored to his throne Isaac Angelus; the Blind Emperor of 
the East—John, King of Bohemia, who fought and fell in the 
famous battle of Cressy, having sought the thickest of the 
fight, with his horse’s reins tied to those of his friends on either 
side; and Ziska, the great Bohemian general and reformer, 
who conducted many battles after he became totally blind, and 
who, like Samson of old, was more terrible to his enemies after 
than before the loss of sight. He waged successful war against 
the Emperor of Germany and freed Bohemia for a time. from 
his Rn 
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Francis Huber, the blind naturalist, has been quoted by all 
writers on the honey-bee since his day. Indeed, to his re- 
searches are we indebted for most that is known of the habits 
of that useful and interesting insect. .— 

As eminent blind musicians we would cite the names of 
Franciscus Salinos, professor of music at the University of 
Salamanca; Caspar Crumbham, Director of the Musical Col- 
lege at Signiz ; Theresa Von Paradise, to whom allusion has 
already been made, and John Stanly, Doctor of Music, Master 
of the Royal Band and organist, at the same time, both to the 
Society of the Temple and of the Church of St. Andrews, 
Holborn. 

A blind sculptor executed a statue of Charles I of England, 
and one of Pope Urbon VIII, which were bighly commended. 
The Duke of Braeciano, doubting his being blind, caused him 
to perform his work in a dark cellar, which, of course, made no 
difference with the blind artist. The bust produced in the 
dark cellar proved to be an exact imitation of the original, 
which was none other than the Duke himself. Many blind 
persons have succeeded well in the various mechanic arts. We 
have authentic accounts of blind tailors, shoemakers, saddlers, 
ropemakers, brushmakers, organ and piano-forte builders, 
turners, weavers, carpenters and cabinet-makers. Perhaps the 
most remarkable instance on record, of a blind mechanic, is 
that of John Metcalf, of Knaresborough, England, totally 
blind from childhood, but whose achievements in building 
bridges, and constructing roads over routes regarded as im- 
practicable, by experienced contractors, would have gained an 
enviable reputation for a mechanic possessed of all his senses. 
More lengthy accounts of all the foregoing examples and 
many others equally interesting may be found in Willson’s 
Biography of the Blind, the fourth edition of which was pub- 
lished in Birmingham, England, in 1838; Xitto’s Lost Senses, 
an edition of which was published by Carter & Bros., New 
York, in 1852, and Blindness and the Blind, by W. Hanks 
Levy, F. R. G. S., published in London in 1872. These ex- 
amples are from the old world. America and the nineteenth 
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century have also been prolific of successful blind men and 
women. Our space will allow the mention of only a few. Of 
the nineteen American institutions exclusively for the educa- 
tion of the blind, three are conducted by totally blind superin- 
tendents, viz: W. H. Churchman, of Indiana; J. M. Sturtefant, 
of Tennessee, and Rev. P. Lane, of Louisiana. The first two 
have held their position for nearly twenty-five years, and Mr. 
Churchman is the founder of the institution which he so ably 
conducts. 

The late Joseph B. Smith, blind from infancy, was for many 
years a successful teacher in the Kentucky Institution for the 
Blind. So proficient was he in music that when a mere boy he 
composed an overture which was performed by the orchestra of 
the Boston Academy of Music. He graduated with honor at 
Harvard University, and was not only a good Latin and Greek 
scholar, but spoke fluently several modern languages. 

Many other blind men and women are employed as officers 
and teachers in several institutions for the blind in the United 
States. A number of blind gentlemen also hold high positions 
in institutions of learning for the seeing. As examples, may 
be mentioned Prof. Richardson, who has for many years been 
the successful principal of a female seminary of high order at 
Freehold, New Jersey. Mr. Nelson, professor of classics in 
Rutger’s College, in the same State, and Dr. Allett, who, 
though totally blind, was for many years tutor in the New 
York Medical School. 

As a distinguished blind historian may be mentioned Pres- 
cott, who, by his History of the Conquest of Peru and Mexico, 
has done so much to rescue from oblivion the heroic deeds of 
our unfortunate aboriginal predecessors on this continent. 

Morrison J. Heady, of Kentucky, both blind and deaf, has 
published works of great merit, both in prose and poetry. .As 
a distinguished blind divine we would cite Dr. Milburn, some 
years ago, Chaplain to the Congress of the United States, and 
author of several known works. 

Judge Martin, of Louisiana, occupied the supreme bench 
several vears after the loss of his sight. 
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Mr. N. B. Kneass, jr., of Philadelphia, born blind, conducts 
a printing office which has issued many valuable books for the 
blind, and edits a monthly magazine in raised print. 


Mr. David D. Wood, of the same city also born blind, we 
believe, plays the organ and conducts the music of St. Stephen’s 
Church, one of the largest in Philadelphia, for which he receives 
a salary of three thousand dollars per annum. 


Joseph Wood, totally blind, is chief tuner in Bournes’ piano 
factory, in Boston, with a salary of fifteen hundred dollars per 
annum. 

Richard Place, also totally blind, has a salary of twenty-five 
hundred dollars per annum, as insurance agent in New York. 


Moore’s Rural New Yorker gives an interesting account of 
the farm of Mr. Samuel Ellicott, near Brookville, Maryland, 
consisting of 153 acres, of which 46 are in meadow, 25 in pas- 
ture, 15 in wheat, 10 in corn and 5 in oats, Mr, Ellicott, 
although totally blind for many years, has condueted his farm- 
ing operations with great shrewdness and success. He is 
acknowledged to be one of the best judges of live stock in the 
country, and is rarely deceived in the value of an animal. He 
goes over all parts of his farm unattended, riding to the village 
and to the neighboring farms, and he has apparently as 
thorough a knowledge of the country and the cundition of the 
crops from time to time as others who are blessed with the keen- 
est eyesight. His premises are kept ii the neatest order, and 
all the details of his farming operations are under his immediate 
supervision, and his farm is a model, beiug managed so as to 
return him a considerable profit. Lt is the most remarkable 
instance we have ever met where a man laboring under the 
disability named has been able to grow crops and aecomplish 
results equal if not superior to the best farmers in liis neighbor- 
hood. Books, the news of the day, the market reports and the 
current literature are read to him regularly, and, having a 
retentive memory, he is able to give correct information on a 
great variety of topics and to discourse in a most interesting 
manner. 
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Arkansas has several names worthy to be recorded among the 

* distinguished blind. Hon. John Stout, of Perry county, a 
graduate of the Pennsylvania Institution for the Blind, was 
elected to a seat in the Legislature ot this State, and served in 
that body during the session of 1866 and 1867, with credit to 

` himself and ‘benefit to the State. John T. McClellan, Esq., a 
former pupil of the Arkansas Institution for the Blind, later of 
the Virginia Institution, and a law graduate of the Virginia 
University, is now practicing law at McKinney, Texas. 

Robert G. Ward, of Clarksville; Johnson county, besides 
conducting a store, tunes pianos and repairs and cleans clocks to 
order. He goes hunting with no other companion than his 
horse and dogs, and does many other things which might be 
thought impossible for a man to do who does not remember ever 
having seen a ray of light. William L. Patterson, of Arkadel- 
phia, totally blind, has somewhat distinguished himself as a 
pedestrian, having walked without a guide from Camden to 
Arkadelphia, fitty miles, over an unfenced road, lying much of 
the way through sparsely-settled swamp lands, with several 
water-courses and ugly sloughs, either to be forded or crossed 
upon logs—on the whole, not an easy road to travel for a man 
with eyes and a good horse. Having heard of this journey and 
knowing that when Mr. Patterson first entered school, above 
twenty years of age, he did not venture out without a leader, 
and well remembering the first lessons which I gave him in 
walking by himself to the postoffice and church, I regarded his 
achievement as a remarkable one, and wrote to him for the par- 
ticulars. His reply is not so full as L could have wished, but 
it is replete with interest. The following is an extract, which 
he will pardon his old preceptor for introducing here : 

* Your request cannot be fully gratified. I made no notes 
by the way. I made a return trip from Camden, March, 1866. 
Before leaving Camden finally, I went out three miles on Min- 
den road to see a party, JI wanted then to see parties living 
seven miles out on Eldorado road. These main roads were one 
and a-half miles apart, and no road traveled for five or six years 
leading across. One-fourth of the distance had to be made 
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through brushy woods. Much of the way I had to go on all- 
fours. I made it across, and went down to the desired point, 
returned to Camden, and thence came to this place (Arkadel- 
phia). This traveling was done on foot, and save a few miles, 
alone. Several miles of the way from Camden was a dim path, 
only distinguishable from surrounding country by being harder 
and firmer. 

* T have been several times five miles out from this place, and 
traveled all about Camden and Washington. 1 have never 
made the trip from here to Washington on foot alone. The 
idea of in-door life has always been repulsive to me, and hence 
I have made it a rule to go wherever duty or business called 
me. This may be assigned as the chief reason why I have 
done this traveling. Not knowing the use to which you wish 
to apply this information, I have thought perhaps facts sufficient 
and have not given details and incidents, These I might recall 
with much thought. If sufficient inducement can be offered 
I am willing to make a trip alone and on foot from Little Rock 
to New York. It might be that some one could use the facts 
and incidents to form a book of some interest. I hope this 
will be satisfactory to you and answer your questions,” 

The work of educating the blind in Arkansas has been pur- 
sued under peculiar difficulties, and, sometimes, amid circum- 
stances the most discouraging. The first effort to establish a 
school for the blind in this State was made by Mr. Champlin, 
a blind man, about twenty years ago, at Clarksville, Johnson 
county. Little is known to the writer of the history of this 
enterprise except its failure. The present State institution in- 
herited nothing from it. 

The Arkansas Institute for the education of the Blind, now 
in this city, was incorporated February 4, 1859. It was first 
located at Arkadelphia, by the beneficence of whose citizens it, 
was commmenced and chiefly sustained for two years. In 1861 
the Legislature made an annual appropriation of $200 per 
pupil, for the support of the institution, and $900 for the 
superintendent’s salary. In October, 1863, owing to the con- 
dition of the country and the depreciation of the currency the 
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school was suspended, the pupils sent home, the rented house 
relinquished and the furniture and goods sold by the trustees 
to discharge the debts of the institution. 

In the spring of 1867, with a more liberal appropriation 
than before, the institution was reopened at Arkadelphia in a 
house purchased for the purpose; and notwithstanding the 
entire absence of mail facilities in many counties, and the great 
difficulty of traveling immediately after the war, for want of 
night accommodation along the road, the number of pupils 
steadily increased from one at the beginning, to twenty-eight at 
the close of the second session. In September, 1868, the school 
was removed to Little Rock, and the property at Arkadelphia 
was donated by the Legislature to that city for a normal school. 

Thus this institution has three times commenced and built 
up from the foundation, and it is now in a more flourishing 
condition than ever before. Ninety-two pupils have enjoyed 
its benefits, forty of whom ure now connected with the school. 
Many of those who have left are supporting themselves in 
various ways by their industry. 

From tables appended to the last published report of the 
Commissioner of Education, it may be seen that of the twenty- 
seven American institutions for the blind, the Arkansas Insti- 
tute was the twenty-second established ; in number of pupils it 
is sixteenth on the list. Of the thirteen Southern institutions 
it is the youngest save two, and fifth in number of pupils. 

Ever since the Legislature became convinced that the blind 
could be Bar educated, that body has shown as great 
liberality to the Institute as the finances of the State would 
justify. The people in all parts of the commonwealth have 
manifested the greatest sympathy in its behalf, and from the 
day that the writer took charge of the school, fourteen years 
ago, with two pupils, in a rented house, poorly furnished ; 
without provisions ; without 4 dollar in the treasury, and with- 
out a State appropriation ; through all the vicissitudes of war, 
political strife, and financial difficulties, down to the present 
time, a kind and beneficent Providence has evidently watched 
over and blessed the enterprise.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT.

Lens Rock, Arx, November 9, 1874. 


To His Excellency, Elisha Baxter, Governor ; 

The undersigned, on the 15th of July last, had the honor of 
 eommunieating to you, and through your Excellency to the 
State Convention, showing the condition of the Arkansas Deaf 
Mute Institute—a substantial copy is herewith attached and 
made part of my report. The Convention made some pto- 
visions for its continuance and support, but by an opinion of 
the proper court it was decided that the funds then appropri- 
ated were not under the control or direction of the Convention. 
Hence, nothing was done for its relief. 

The institution is rapidly on the increase, now numbering 
seventy-three scholars, and is only kept together by the kind- 
ness and forbearance of its creditors. 

Auditor's warrants, now issued. monthly, at the rate of $310 
for each pupil per annum, cannot be sold at any price. 

There is now due by the institution about the sum of $6000. 
Should the General Assembly, about to meet, desire or wish to 
continue the institution, some immediate provisions must be 
made for its support. The Board of Directors have labored 
for years for so charitable a work, for a mere gratuity; they are 
willing to continue or promptly to give place to others, as the 
present Board cannot progress any farther without means, 

In conclusion I will add, as I did in the communication re- 
ferred to, that “the Board of Directors would be pleased to 
make to your Excellency, or to any conimittee, a full and 
complete statement of all their official affairs with said institu- 
tion from its beginning, more especially since-the date of my 
last report, in 1872,” Trusting that prompt action will be

To His Excellency, Elisha Baxter, Governor : 

The undersigned, as President of the Deaf Mute Institute, 
would respectfully represent for your information, and the 
Convention now in session, should you think it advisable and 
proper tó communicate the same to that honorable body. 

There are at said institution sixty-five scholars (deaf mutés) 
under instruction. The officers are a principal, matron, assist- 
ant matron, as also four teachers connected with the institution. 

There was appropriated by the last General Assembly $12,000 
per annum for payment of principal, matrons, teachers, and 
other incidental expenses, which is entirely exhausted. There 
was also appropriated the sum of $310 per annum for the sup- 
port of each pupil. Those estimates were submitted as being 
about the ordinary expenses of the institution in currency. The 
appropriations being made and paid in Arkansas Treasurer’s 
certificates, had to be ‘disposed of at market price, fluctuating in 
value from fifty to twenty-six cents on the dollar. Not over 
one-third of the face of said certificates was realized. Hence, 
we find ourselves with $4000 per annum instead of $12,000 to 
pay principal, teachers and matrons, besides other incidental 
expenses. The same unfortunate state of facts exists as to the 
pupils’ fund ; little over $100 has been realized inatead of $310. 
The debts now due by the institution are about $4000 in 
currency. g 

The regular term commences in October next. Should no 
action be taken or provisions made by the proper authorities.to 
sustain this institution in providing means for the payment of 
its debts and for its continuation and support, it must - be 
abandoned from sheer necessity and closed up. 

The Board of Directors have labored for years almost as a 
gratuity to further the interests of so benevolent and praise- 
worthy an undertaking. ‘They are willing to continue their 
charitable work. It is for the State, however, through her 
constituted authorities to provide the means of doing so, or it 
will be blotted out, closed up and cease to exist. 
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The Board of Directors would be pleased to make io your 
Excellency, or to any committee, a full and complete statement 
of all their official transactions with said institution from its 
foundation, particular: ,, however, since my last report to you, 
in 1872.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL. 


To the Board of Directors of the Arkansas Deaf Mute Institute : 

GENTLEMEN: At the close of nearly two more years of 
supervision of this institution which has been intrusted to our 
care, it becomes my duty to report to you what has been done 
during this period.to alleviate the condition of the deaf-mutes 
of Arkansas, and also the present condition and wants of the 
Institute. . 

The following table exhibits the attendance of pupils during 
the past twenty-two months:

The above number in attendance at the present time includes 
some who are expected back, but have not yet returned. The 
whole number who have been under instruction during the last - 
twenty-two months—i. ¢., since December 31, 1872, is ninety- 
six, 

There have been 108 pupils under instruction in the Insti- 
tute since its organization. We find in very many instances 
there are two or more deaf mutes in oné family. Of those 
who have been admitted to the school, there haye been two 
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families -where there were four deaf mutes in each family. 
There have been representatives from four families containing 
each three deaf mutes, and from thirteen families containing 
each two deaf mutes. No pupil has yet been admitted either 
of whose parents were deaf and dumb. . 

Four pupils have deaf mute first-consins, two have deaf 
mutes second-cousins, three have deaf mute uncles. 

The intermarriage of relatives is a prevalent cause of deaf- 
ness. The parents of six pupils were first-cousins, and in one 
case four of the children were deformed. Of three, the parents 
were second-cousins; of one, they were third cousins, and of one, 
half-cousins.

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NUMBER OF DEAF MUTES IN THE STATE. 


The Institute record of the number of deaf mutes in the State, 
of all ages, shows the names of 158 males and 133 females, 
making a total of 291. These names have been gathered up 
during the past five years, and the record is necessarily imper- 
fect, some having probably during that period removed from 
the State, and others died. Positive information has been 
received of one hundred males and seventy-one females now in 
the State. These are distributed according to age as fcllows:

Of these between the ages of nine and thirty years, the legal 
limit for admission to the Institute, there are 79 males and 58 
females, making a total of 137. Itis probable that this falls 
far short of the actual number in the State, as it is impossible 
to get anything like a complete list.

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HEALTH, 
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The general health of the Institute during the last two years 
has been, on the whole, very good, but it cannot be expected 
that in a family consisting of from seventy to eighty persons, 
there should be entire exemption from sickness. : 

Early in March, 1873, the measles broke out in the school, 
and the number of cases reached forty-three. By far the larger 
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number soon recovered, without any serious results, but in a 
few instances other complications set in, and in three cases ter- 
minated fatally. 

John H. Stancell, from Harrisburg, Poinsett county, died 
March 15, 1873, aged twenty-four years, of congestion of the 
lungs, induced by the measles, Previously he had been at times 
partially deranged, and having a weak physical and mental 
organization, fell an easy prey to the disease. 

Robert J. Courtney, from Greenboro, Greene county, died 
April 10, 1873, aged sixteen years, He had partially recov- 
ered from the measles, when inflammatory rheumatism set in, 
which terminated fatally, after a few days, by extending to the 
heart. He had been a member of the school but five months, 
but was a bright, active, intelligent boy, and a general favorite, 

Emily Bishop, from Hodges Prairie, Sebastian county, died 
April 19, 1873, aged twenty years. She had nearly recovered 
from the measles when she was- taken with a congestive chill, 
which resulted fatally. She had been a pupil in the Georgia 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb for some years, and on 
removing to this State entered this institution, with which she 
had been connected more than two years, She was of a very 
affectionate disposition, and was a member of the first class, — . 

Cora A. Deaton, from Lewisville, Lafayette county, died 
October 8, 1874, aged twenty years, of bilious remittent fever. 
It occurred on the opening day of the present session, and cast 
a gloom over the whole household, She had been connected 
with the institution almost from its first organization, was a 
member of the first class, and had developed a strong Christian 
character, having made a public profession of religion nearly two 
years before, Her last hours were comforted by the presence of 
the Savior, and she passed from us with a perfect Christian trust, 
We shall all love to cherish her memory. 

One of the pupils, Mat Ross, died with a congestive chill, at 
her home, Rockport, Hot Spring county, September 6, 1878, 
during vacation, aged eleven years, 

In the cases of sickness that have occurred we have felt the 
need of auitable hospital accommodations. No rooms have been 
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fitted up for that purpose, and none ean be spared, Every 
available room in the Institute is occupied. It has been neces- 
sary, often, to have the sick placed in the private rooms of the 
officers, to be cared for. l 
Every care possible is taken tọ preserve the health of the 
pupils and to develop habits of regularity and order. Meals 
and sleep are taken at regular hours, Out of door exercise is 
required of all when the weather permits, which is possible in 
thia climate during the whole year, with but few interruptions. 
We endeavor to provide an abundance of well-cooked food for 
all, and as great a variety as consistent with economy, and to 
cultivate habits of neatness and cleanliness, all of which are: 
necessary in the hygiene of an institution of this size and 
nature. 


OFFICERS. 


I am able to report no changes in our corps of teachers and 
resident officera during the past two years. It ia very for- 
tunate for the Institute that such is the case, on account of the 
scarcity of skilled labor in this department and its value com- 
pared with unskilled. Several years of experience are required 
to qualify a teacher to become a thoroughly competent instruo- 
tor of the deaf and dumb, both on account of our peculiar 
methods of instruction, and the difficulty of acquiring a free 
and ready use of the language of signs. The Institute has 
never before been in a condition to do such thorough and 
efficient work in all its departments as at the present time. 

At the date of our last report Dr. Miles K, Starke was the 
attending physician at the Institute. His death occurred April 
8, 1873. He had been connected with the Institute from its 
organization, was loved and respected by both officers and 
pupils, and his professional skill was unquestioned, His place 
has been very acceptably filled by Dr. J. H. Southall.

The legal limit established for admission to the Inatitute is 
between the ages of nine and thirty years. The limit of thirty 
years was evidently placed so high by the founders of the 
Institute because it was not their wish to have any deaf mute 
under that age debarred from securing the benefits of an edu- 
' eation. After a few years, when the existence and character 
of the Institute is well known throughout the State, and all 
who desire to avail themselves of its privileges have had an 
opportunity, 1 should recommend placing the limit much 
lower, so that: the parents of deaf mutes might understand that 
if they neglect to send their children to school when young 
they will be excluded, The average age of the school is much 
too high. The older pupils have much more difficulty in 
mastering their studies than the younger ones. I would 
earnestly urge all parents of deaf mutes to send their children 
to school by the time they are 10 years of age, believing that 
every year's delay beyond that age is a detriment to thé child, 
in acquiring an education, I have also observed that those 
who enter the Institute young are apt to complete their course, 
while those who enter at an advanced age are apt to drop out 
after one or two years, and thus lose the greater part of the 
benefits of mental training, 

Of the twenty five pupils who have left the Institute since 
its organization, as is supposed permanently, eighteen entered 
after they were 20 years old. Thirteen remained at school but 
one year, five remained two years, four remained three year 
and three remained four years. 
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It is very important that pupils remain at the Institute and 
finish the seven year’s course without interruption, and thus 
secure the full benefits of the privileges allowed; or, if it is 
impossible to remain seven years, to at least remain long 
enough to learn to use the English language in common con- 
versation with tolerable correctness, and to be able to read and 
understand the most of what is written or printed. If they 
have not while at school acquired the power to use and prac- 
tice what they have learned they will soon forget it, and the 
advantages of their education will be confined to general in- 
formation, religious instruction, behavior, habits of neatness, 
c:eanliness and order, and instruction in trades, gardening, 
sewing, housework, etc., which are all very important, but 
need to be supplemented by a well disciplined mind in order 
to complete their physical and mental training. 

There are a few semi-mutes in the school who are instructed 
each day in articulation, and it is also made a means of instruc- 
tion. All children in the State whose hearing is so deficient 
that they cannot receive an education in the common schools, or 
who have lost their hearing and still retain the ability to speak, 
will be admitted here and receive suitable instruction, 

Parents who have deaf mute children can, with a little care 
and attention, teach them to write and understand the meaning 
of quite a vocabulary of words. To accomplish this, it is not 
necessary that they should understand any part of the language 
of* signs, and such instruction will be of great benefit to the 
child on entering school. 


BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 


The present buildings consist of the two detached winga, 
the main central part not yet having been begun. If our State 
finances were in a condition to warrant it, I should urge that 
steps be at once taken to push the building to its completion. 
With our present number we are in some respects too much 
erowded;- Our boys’ sleeping-rooms are not sufficient, and a 
part have to occupy a rickety frame building detached from the 
rest. In case of sickness there is no room that can be spared 
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for hospital purposes, where the sick can be isolated from the 
rest, without. using rooms employed for other purposes. There 
Ze no play-room where the pupils can take exercise when the 
weather will not permit them to be out of doors. Shutters 
are needed at the windows, Our grounds should be enclosed, 
and additional stable room is needed to shelter our stock. 

About thirty acres of onr grounds have been cleared out 
from underbrush, and five acres are under cultivation as a 
garden and fruit orchard. ‘There are over five hundred grape- 
vines: in bearing, and more than two hundred fruit trees have 
been set out. All this labor, as well as making the road to 
the Institute, has been done by the boys, out of school hours. 

The deportment of pupils, both in and out of school, has 
been very commendable. They are taught to act from prin- 
ciple, and not from fear, and it is very seldom that correction 
is needed, They soon grow to have a home feeling here, and 
that idea ie carefully fostered. They sre surrounded by asso- 
ciatés who, like them, are deprived of hearing, Their commu- 
nication with the officers and with each other in the school-room, 
on the play-ground, or in the social circle is perfectly frea and 
natural, and their school life is robbed of that loneliness and 
jeolasion which they experience at home. 


MANUAL LABOR, 


A shoe-shop in connection with the Institute has been in 
operation two years. A portion of the boys each day, out of 
school hours, labor in the shop, where they are instructed in the 
art of shoemaking. The shop was established solely for purposes 
of instruction, but it has been made to a little more than pay 
expenses, and thus the pupils have been instructed in a useful 
handioraft at no expense whatever to the State.

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The girls are instructed a portion of each day in cutting, 
sewing, mending, etc. All the cloth material used in the in- 
stitution is made up here, including quilts, comforts, mat- 
tresses, etc. 

The most rigid economy has been practiced in the adminis- 
tration of the Institute. Some repairs and improvements have 
been very much needed, but the discount on our State money 
has been so large that we have been compelled to husband our 
resources to meet the barest necessities, It is most earnestly to 
be hoped that our State finances may be placed upon a currency 
basis, so that the charitable institutions of the State may be 
relieved from their embarrassments and be run on a more 
economical basis. , 

The Eighth Convention of American Instructors of the Deaf 
and Dumb met at Belleville, Ontario, Canada, on the 15th of 
July last, and closed on the 20th. This Institute was repre- 
sented by three officers. Twenty-eight institutions in the 
United States and Canada were there represented, and the whole 

-number in attendance was about one hundred and forty. The 
hospitality of our Canadian brethren and friends was unbounded, 
and the deliberations of the convention were characterized with 
much ability and earnestness, and were very profitable to those 
who were permitted to be present. 

In conclusion, I wish to say that the present prosperity and 
efficiency of the Institute is chiefly due to your wise supervision 
and hearty co-operation in all measures to promote its welfare. 
Thanking you for your generous sympathy and support, we 
commend the institution with faith and hope in its continued 
prosperity to the Divine protection.

REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN. 


To the Board of Directors, Arkansas Deaf Mute Institute : 

GENTLEMEN; I herewith submit the following report, re- 
garding the hygienic and physical condition of the institution 
over which you preside, since my assuming charge, at your 
request, on April 8, 1873, as physician pro tem, and I cannot 
begin without at first making mention of the fact that my 
predecessor, the late Dr. Miles K. Starke, a man of honor, 
honesty and virtue, eminent in the medio profession of the 
State, had so ordered and grran-red the medical regimen ot tlie 
institution, with the good health of the pupils, that but few cases, 
if any of serious illness, necessitated very constant attention on 
his part prior to the invasion of measles within its precincts, 
which occurred probably two or three weeks before his death, 
and from which invasion, I am informed, only one death had 
occurred up to the period of my taking.charge; therefore, apart 
from scientific considerations, and the feeling of every pheician 
‘to render aid to the suffering, afflicted with disease, and 
especially the deaf mute, whose ailments and wants can be 
studied, only through his or her adeptness in explaining the 
same, through signs, and a personal ambition:to equal in success 
my honored predecessor, comparatively speaking, with the 
malignity of disease each had to treat, T mustassure you that 
I entered upon the duties of said vocation with the intention 
of doing my whole duty, and as to my success im having per- 
formed that, I leave to the decision of the Principal of the Tn- 
atitute and your honorable Board. 

On April 8, 1873, I made my first visit as Medioal Officer 
pro tem, to the institution, and upon examination of the in- 
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mates of the different dormitories, found forty-three (43) cases 
of measles, and its sequelso, claiming my attention, necessi- 
tating one and two visits daily, for the space of two months, 
ere its eruptive and debilitating influence could be overcome, 
nor were its effects altogether unattended with fatality, for on 
April 10, 1873, two days subsequent to my first attendance as 
physician pro tem., one of the pupils, by name Robert J. 
Courtney, died from sub-acute rheumatism attacking the heart. 
He having bad measles, and recovered, left the dormitory for 
the first three days previous to his death, to take his meals in 
the pupils’ ordinary, after which first exposure outside of his 
room he was seized with sub-acute rheumatism of the extremi- 
ties, and two days subsequent to its exhibition there, metas- 
tasis to the heart occurred, and death ensued. Scarcely ten 
days had elapsed, subsequent to the above demise, when, on 
April 19, 1873, Miss Emily Bishop, another pupil, died. She 
also had been attacked with measles, and seemingly entirely 
recovered, barring considerable debility, and the exhibition of 
intermittent fever, which latter attacks would apparently bé 
cured, only to return after a week of intermission ; and notwith- 
standing appropriate treatment was resorted to during the in- 
terval, on April 18th she was taken with what is denominated a 
congestive chill, and from which energetic treatment und assidu- 


Qus attention could in nowise bring about reaction from the first < 


stage, or stage of collapse, and in which she died. 

During the prevalence of the epidemic of measles, and up to 
the period of the summer vacation of 1873, there were several 
cases of chicken-pox, and it being regarded-as a precursor of 
small-pox, we subjected the entire school to vaccination ; as also 
for the reason that small-pox was then prevalent to some ex- 
tent in the city of Little Rock, and because, ay a preventive 
of its spread and fatality, should it make its appearance in the 
institution, as bas been exemplified in many of the large 
hospitals of this country for the treatment of that disease. 

The autumn, winter, spring and summer of 1873-4 glided into 
the past, with nothing unusual occurring in a hygienic point of 
view, there being occasional cases of intermittent and remittent 
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fevers, bronchitis and pneumonia, all of which readily yielded 

to medical treatment and the good nursing afforded them be" 
the principal and teachers of the institution. But on October 

8, 1874, another death occurred, that of Miss Cora Deaton, 

who was taken sick on the first of the month with bilious 

remittent fever, which continued with little abatement in the 

febrile paroxysms until her death, notwithstanding judicious 

medical treatment and constant nursing were afforded her 

throughout the attack. 

As to the hygiene of the institution everything has been 
done likely to make it first-class—and such it really is—but 
you are all aware that diseases of a contagious and epidemic 
character may be frequently conveyed from place to place not~ 
withstanding the moststringentsanitary regulations are enforced, 
and in which seemingly every precautionary measure is adopted 
to prevent its ingress, Such a course, I feel assured, wes (and 
has been subsequently) pursued ere the eruption in 1873 of the 
epidemic of measles manifested itself among the pupils of the 
inatitution. Apart from that epidemic there have been no other 
diseases prevalent than those aforementioned, whose causes are 
of an endemic origin, or resultant from the contraction of 
catarrhs or unnecessary exposure to cold ; and these cases were 
very limited in number, when we take into consideration the 
number in attendance upon the school. 

Physically, the condition of very many of the pupils on their 
first entree into the institution is not first-rate, many being of 
a scrofulous cachexia, or whose systems are vitally lowered by. 
reason of long exposure to malarial poisoning, requiring from 
these causes excellent regimen and judicious medication, for 
some months, ere their physiques are brought up to anything 
near á normal standard ; and in the accomplishment of this end 
the high and healthful location of the institution contributes 
much. 

I cannot conclude this report without according much praise 
to the principal, matrons and professors.connecied with the 
Institute for the very efficient aid rendered me in the care and 
nursing of the sick during my attendance as Physician pro tem.

TERMS OF ADMISSION.

I. Pupils are provided for by the State in all respecis, cloth- 
ing and traveling expenses excepted. In cases of extreme 
poverty, transportation will be furnished on application to the 
County Court. 

IT. Applicants must not be less than nine nor more than 
thirty years of age. They must be of sound mind. and free 
from vicious habits, and contagious or offensive diseases. 

III. Applications for admission should be addressed to the 
Principal of the Institute. 

IV. The school opens on the first Wednesday in October, 
and closes on the last Wednesday in June. It is highly im- 
portant that pupils arrive on or before the first day of the 
session, No pupil can be removed from the Institute during 
the progress of a session, without the consent of the Principal 
and Board of Directors. 

V. Parents are required to provide their children with suffi- 
cient and suitable clothing while they remain in the Institution. 
These should consist of at Jeast the following articles; every 
article should be marked, if possible, with the name in full of 
the owner :

To His Excellency, the Governor of Arkansas: 

I have the honor to submit herewith my report of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures at this office during the two years end- 
ing September 30, 1874, and the balances in the various funds 
on the Ist of October, 1874. Tables numbered from one to 
twenty, inclusive, fully shows the receipts and expenditures of 
each sepurate fund, and fully explain themselves. The Legis- 
lature in ordering the engraving and printing of what is known 
as the “ten year, ten per cent. bonds,” for the payment of the 
Militia and present General Assembly, and the appropriations 
and disbursement of the same (Act 29th May, 1874), failed to 
provide any means to pay for the engraving, printing or num- 
bering of such bonds, I would earnestly request the Legisla- : 
ture at an early day to provide means to pay that account, which 
amounts to the sum of $533, 

For the reason that the records of this office had not been 
posted for several months before I took charge. it has been 
impossible for me to bring the same up and complete my report 
any earlier without inereasing my force of elerks, whieh I did 
not wish to do in the present impoverished condition of our 
State. Ihaveno other special recommendation to make than 
appears above, except to earnestly urge upon your Excellency 
and the General Assembly the great necessity of at once adopt- 
ing a policy by which the issuance of State Scrip 2an be stopped 
without impairing the Government.
